HE development of articu- 
"[ iatea vehicles is one of the 

outstanding phenomena of 
post-war road transport. There 
are now 175 British models of 
tractive unit for operation with semi-trailers or as 
ballasted tractors to haul drawbar trailers. Many of 
them have been produced during the past year. 

The rise to popularity of the articulated outfit has 
been at the expense of the drawbar trailer, which the 
law and economic conditions have tended to place at 
a disadvantage. The need for a mate and the restric- 
tion of drawbar-trailer outfits to 20 m.p.h., whereas 
articulated vehicles are allowed to travel at 30 m.p.h., 
are two of the discouragements placed on the operator 
of independent trailers. 

Nevertheless, they still have a valuable function to 
perform, particularly where there is a regular flow of 
bulky traffic. They can also show themselves to good 
account under some conditions requiring multiple 
deliveries. Mr. Harold Elliott, chief traffic manager of 
British Road Services, one of the most experienced 
members of the road haulage industry, sets out in some 
detail the appropriate sphere of the drawbar trailer in 
an article in this issue. 


Selecting the Right Vehicle 

He also examines the conditions under which articu- 
lated vehicles may most profitably be used. He 
emphasizes the importance of reviewing all the circum- 
stances before committing oneself to heavy expenditure 
on the purchase of articulated outfits. “ At all times,” 
he says, “the vital need for any operator is to use the 
right vehicle for the right work and to get the maximum 
ton-miles out of it at the lowest cost.” 

A heavy responsibility rests upon manufacturers to 
advise operators wisely on the correct use of trailers 
and semi-trailers. No reputable maker would seck to 
make a sale on any other terms. The articulated outfit 
is not to be employed indiscriminately and an 
injudicious experiment might prejudice completely an 
Otherwise excellent means for transport. 

If it is correctly applied, the “artic” has many 
attractions. Its incredible manceuvrability,in the hands 
of a skilled driver has impressed many a spectator at the 
Lorry Driver of the Year Competition. Where a loaded 
Semi-trailer can be made available at each end of a

journeys to be completed in the 
legal maximum working day, 
which would be impossible with 
a rigid vehicle. The result is a 
substantial financial saving in drivers’ subsistence 
allowances and in other directions. 

The “ artic” also offers a high degree of flexibility in 
dealing with specialized traffics. Semi-trailers for loads 
such as powders and liquids are less costly than prime 
movers, and their use may make it possible for an 
operator to handle specialized traffics which, because of 
their seasonal or irregular nature, would otherwise be 
uneconomic. 

Other benefits readily spring to mind. Among them 
is the practicability of giving the tractive unit into the 
charge of one driver, who will remain with it through- 
out its life. Another is the facility with which, in the case 
of breakdown, tractors may be exchanged instead of 
laboriously transhipping the load. 


Shipping Costs Reduced 

The development of direct road services from Great 
Britain to Ireland and the Continent has stimulated the 
use of articulated outfits. These units show a marked 
Saving in shipping costs, compared with rigid vehicles, 
but a greater measure of standardization of couplings 
and associated components is required. 

Anyone who doubts the safety and stability of the 
modern articulated outfit should read the road-test 
report published in this issue. A partly loaded tanker 
with air suspension for both the tractor and semi-trailer 
was subjected to a savage test which, had the outfit not 
been properly designed, must have ended in disaster. 
Not only was it supremely stable, but the brakes were 
powerful and safe. 

The vehicle has other merits, for the use of air 
suspension has reduced weight so substantially that a 
4,000-gal. load can be carried on six wheels. It is a 
shining example of the results of close collaboration 
between the designers of a tractor, semi-trailer, tank and 
Suspension system. 

Nevertheless, the wise operator will not be dazzled 
by the apparent ubiquity of the “ artic.” He will assess 
its merits carefully in relation to his own circumstances. 
Only after having done so will he make the final 


decision to change from rigid to articulated outfits.

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Suspect — But Successful 


RITICISM by Sir Sydney Littlewood, vice-president 

of the Law Society, of the Government’s failure to 
place tribunal inspectors under the control of the Lord 
Chancellor, as recommended by the Franks Committee, 
will not arouse strong sentiments among road passenger 
transport operators. Sir Sydney said last week that 
many responsible people believed that an inspector 
could not be relied upon to express an independent 
opinion so long as he had to report to the Minister 
who controlled him. 

He suggested that an inspector would be placed in an 
embarrassing position if his recommendations were 
publicly dismissed by the Minister and would naturally 
wish to avoid such a situation at all costs. This 
possibility would be avoided if the inspector were under 
the control of the Lord Chancellor. 

In passenger transport appeals, the Minister 
frequently disagrees with the recommendations of. his 
inspectors on points of both detail and principle. In 


doing so, he implies no censure on their ability or 
judgment, and no embarrassment is apparent. 
Admittedly, his decisions are not published in the sense 
of being placed on public record, but copies of them are 
sent to the Press and are available for perusal at the 
Ministry. 

Doubt has been expressed about the wisdom of allow- 
ing the Minister, who is responsible to Parliament for 
nationalized transport agencies with conflicting aims and 
claims, to adjudicate in coach and bus appeals, but not 
for the reasons given by Sir Sydney Littlewood. There 
has never been any suggestion that the Minister would 
try to influence his inspectors’ recommendations, which 
are based on the facts of each case. 

To all appearances the whole system of conducting 
appeals in road passenger transport is suspect, but the 
curious thing is that it has worked with general 
satisfaction for nearly 30 years. It is one of those 
illogical British institutions that yield results. 





Passing Comments 


Carrying the Torch Farther 
A NEW principle has been adopted in the Linde Plamsa 
Torch for arc welding. In this the arc column is 
confined within a small-diameter tube through which pass 
both a part of the arc and a flow of gas. By making the 
nozzle smaller than with a normal unconfined arc, the 
latter fills a substantial part of it so that much of the gas 
flow must also be through the arc. 

The advantages are said to be flame stability, concen- 
tration of power—which is particularly important in metal 
cutting—and concentration of the ability to accelerate 
metal particles for coating or blowing molten metal from 
the cut. Material passed around the arc is heated only 
a little compared with that passed through the arc, conse- 
quently the nozzle is kept comparatively cool. 

Any gas or mixture of gases which does not attack 
the tungsten cathode may be used, these including the rare 
gases, argon and helium, plus nitrogen and hydrogen. The 
power range can vary from a few watts, for welding thin 
metals, up to several megawatts. 


Now a Transistorized Coil 
|S Scat details of a transistorized system of ignition for 
petrol vehicles, which is being tried out by the Electric 
Auto-Lite Co. of America, were given in The Commercial 
Motor dated December 19, 1958. More recently they 
seem to have concentrated on a special device known as 
the Transicoil, which replaces the conventional type of 
coil and makes a unit little larger than this which can 
be installed in any battery-ignition installation in a few 
minutes. It transforms the equipment into a high-voltage, 
transistorized ignition system which is said to be com- 
pletely compatible with the other normal electrical com- 
ponents and practically maintenance-free, whilst eliminating 
condensers. 

The distributor contacts work in a normal manner, 
except that they carry a much reduced current, but through 
the action of the transistor, set up what is termed a chain 
reaction and give increased voltage at the sparking plugs. 

This new coil will be in production in America in about 
five months. 
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More Synthetic Rubber 


Ts with tyres are said to indicate that a new 

synthetic rubber, Diene, developed as_a_ rubber 
“extender” by the Firestone Tyre and Rubber Co. of 
America, can be used to replace a substantial portion of 
the natural rubber in tyres for commercial vehicles. It 
is said also that this results in improving to a marked 
degree the crack resistance, reduces running temperatures 
and adds considerably to skid-resistance as a result of 
the new material’s pliability at low temperatures. In fact, 
when blended with natural rubber the temperature rise is 
comparable with that of tyres made entirely with natural 
rubber. 

Diene is made with butadeine as the base material, 
using lithium metal derivatives as a catalyst, similar to 
those employed in the Coral rubber system—also 
developed several years ago by Firestone—which is 
similar to natural rubber, and is made with isoprene as 
the base. The Diene rubber thus obtained is substantially 
different in polymer structure from that produeed with 
catalysts of the Ziegler or modified Ziegler type. It 
seems, however, that rubbers prepared from butadeine by 
the various catalyst systems give approximately the same 
performance when blended with natural Hevea rubber 
and used in tyres or other rubber products. 

The system and catalyst chosen by Firestone make the 
new rubber readily adaptable to the 500-gal. reactors in 
the Coral pilot plant. The hysteresis of Diene appears to 
be intermediate between natural rubber and GR-S. 


A Million Miles on Gas 


ECENTLY a ship laden with liquefied gas arrived at 

a British port. Although it seems that the cargo was 

not intended as fuel for motor vehicles, it does open up 
some interesting possibilities. Many vehicles in America 
make use of liquefied petroleum gas, which appears to be 
even more satisfactory than petrol. In this connection 
Transport Topics, the national newspaper of the motor 
freight carriers, as road hauliers are termed in the U.S.A., 
refers to a report from the National LP-Gas Council of 
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Chicago describing how an articulated tanker using this 
fuel had run more than a million miles without a major 
overhaul and was still going strong. It was actually 
carrying the same liquefied gas as it used as fuel. 

The vehicle was an Autocar with a Hall-Scott Model 48 
engine, and was put into service in October, 1952. About 
300,000 miles were run in a mountainous area, always 
with heavy loads as its average cargo was 7,650 gal. In 
addition, the engine worked 3,564 hours in powering the 
pump for unloading. It is added, however, that just over 
£1,000 was spent on maintenance during the period. 


Engine and Transmission Additives 


OR some 20 years the Slip group of companies has 

been developing specialized lubrication techniques, and 
exports a wide range of industrial and other products to 
65 countries, in many of which wholly owned subsidiaries 
are maintained. Now Slip Products and Engineering Co., 
Ltd., 34 Gt. St. Helen’s, London, E.C.2, have announced 
as their latest product a lubricating-oil supplement, based 
on molybdenum disulphide, which they have named 
Molyslip. 

The basic material, which has become well known in 
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the field of lubrication, is not a synthetic material, but is 
extracted from the mineral, molybdenite, found chiefly in 
Colorado, and for lubrication its purity must not be less 
than 98.5 per cent. It is claimed that Molyslip embodies 
20 per cent. of this material in colloidal form. It will be 
marketed in two forms, the ordinary for supplementing 
engine oil, and Molyslip G for the transmission and 
steering box. 

A simple explanation of how the basic lubricant works 
is as follows: The tiny, flaky particles are so thin that 40 
together will give a thickness of about a millionth of an 
inch. The sulphur atoms have a strong affinity for metals, 
but the bond between them is weak, so that whilst the 
lowest flakes bind themselves to the surface, the upper 
ones slide freely. It is said that the material actually plates 
the surface of metals with a film which becomes stronger 
than the metal, and the material remains stable at high 
and low temperatures. The main problem, however, is to 
disperse it uniformly throughout the lubricant, and it is 
said for Molyslip that it remains evenly distributed at all 
times. 

The retail price for a 10-oz. tin of either type is L5s., 
and in engines it must be used at every second oil change.

Livestock Hauliers Get 
Stern Warning 


HE conduct of hauliers carrying 

livestock during bad weather brought 
strong comment from Mr. J. A. T. 
Hanlon, Northern Licensing Authority, 
in a general statement during the hearing 
of cases at Carlisle on Monday. 

Mr. Hanlon said that on January 22 
he saw a vehicle depart from Longtown 
for Liverpool. He warned the driver that 
Shap Fell had been blocked twice within 
the previous two days, that Hartside was 
blocked, and that it was snowing at 
Haltwhistle and Carlisle. Yet a haulier 
told him that the weather was not 
inclement. 

People who were granted licences to 
carry livestock must be subject to a 
scrutiny by R.S.P.C.A. inspectors and 
members of that Society, and it was also 
the concern of the Licensing Authority, 
he declared. Some people objected and 
had brought pressure to bear to stop him 
going into cattle markets. 

“I have every right to go, and I shall 
go with an inspector of the R.S.P.C.A. 
or any other officer I think fit to take with 
me to see how hauliers behave,” Mr. 
Hanlon continued. 

“Let it be known that if I catch 
anyone behaving in a way which is brutal 
to animals [ shall take steps, whatever 
the Technical Press or any other 
organization may think about it. Others 
think as I do. If infringements of the 
Transit of Animals Order take place I 
regard it as a matter of my concern.”

Detailed calculations accompany the 
letter aimed at proving the Federation’s 
point that by 1965 there could be a 
300 per cent. increase on current road 
spending without touching the £250m. 
annual surplus. 

One calculation shows that, after 
deducting Government expenditure for 
all road purposes, net road user tax has 
risen in the past nine years from £187m. 
to £440m. Another shows that for the 
coming six years, if net yield is stabilized 
at £250m., a rate of 1s. 6d. a gallon fuel 
tax and 30 per cent. purchase tax on cars 
and motorcycles, instead of 60 per cent., 
would permit total Government road 
expenditure to reach £247m. in 1965— 
treble the present outlay. 

These tax cuts would solve many of 
the difficulties at present facing bus 
operators, says Lord Derwent. They 
would also let the motor industry meet 
its European rivals on more equal terms 
and would, by reducing production and 
distribution costs, provide a valuable 
fillip to the national economy generally. 

Moreover, an expansion of the road 
building programme would bring into use 
present under-employed resources in a 
number of associated industries. And the 
whole process would pay double divi- 
dends, because a speed-up of highway 
modernization would halt the waste of 
time and money caused by traffic con- 
gestion. 


HAVE A CARE, WARNS 
MAJ.-GEN. RUSSELL 


REAT thought will be required to put 

the road transport industry into 
better shape than it is now, believes 
Maj.-Gen. G. N. Russell, president of 
the Institute of Transport. He told the 
Institute’s Western Area members last 
week that in the struggle to carry goods 
and passengers, road operators were not 
being properly remunerated. 

While this was the case there was the 
danger that something would “ go bust.” 
He did not suggest that rates should be 
raised, nor was he advocating nationaliza- 
tion, but something had got to be done 
about the situation. Taken as a whole, 
the industry was not acting sensibly. 


“ RESTRICT MOBILE SHOPS ” 


A CALL for a revision of the Shops 
Act, with a view to restricting the 
activities of mobile shops, is to be made 
to the National Chamber of Trade by 
Leeds traders. At last week’s meeting of 
Leeds Chamber, Mr. S. J. Batchelder said 
mobile shops were “a law unto them- 
selves,” although in rural areas they 
often served a useful purpose. 
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‘“ Labour Wants to Force 
Traffic Back to Rail” 


HE real object of the Socialist Party 

in proposing the renationalization of 
road haulage and in attacking C- 
licensees is to force traffic back from the 
roads to the railways, the Conservative 
Party says in “ Glossed Over,” a reply to 
Labour's policy pamphlet, “ The Future 
Labour Offers You.” 

“The claim that the renationalization 
of road haulage would enable the British 
Transport Commission to ‘ develop fully 
integrated transport service by both road 
and rail’ is belied by the experience of 
1948-53, when practically no integration 
was achieved,” says “ Glossed Over.” 

As the greatest number of goods 
vehicles was operated under C licence, 
any attempt at integration would have to 
curtail this form of transport. Socialist 
M.P.s have made no secret of their desire 
to restrict C licences. 

Mr. G. S. Lindgren (Lab., Welling- 
borough) stated in Parliament on 
December 11 last that the railways could 
not be developed to the point of break- 
ing even unless C licences were restricted. 

Renationalization would raise road 
haulage rates, as happened between 1948 
and 1953, “Glossed Over” continues. 
As hauliers carried about one-third of all 
the goods moving by road, and far more 
than the railways, any rise in their 
charges would affect the cost of living. 

The consumer was better served by 
competition between different forms of 
transport than he would be by a State 
monopoly. At present the user could 
choose between British Road Services 
and private hauliers, operating on equal 
terms, and between road and rail. To 
upset this balance to satisfy Socialist 
dogma would do great harm to trade. 


UNITED LUBRICANTS AND 
MAXIMA MERGER 


HAREHOLDERS of United Lubri- 

cants, Ltd., will be asked at a meeting 
on March 31 to approve the company’s 
purchase of the capital of Maxima 
Lubricants, Ltd., and an increase in the 
nominal capital of United Lubricants 
from £100,000 to £250,000. 

Mr. D. M. Glover, chairman, says that 
if the offer is accepted, United Lubricants 
and Maxima will occupy jointly the 
Maxima company’s premises in Fulham, 
London, S.W.6, and the companies’ 
tanker fleets will be pooled. 


CHEAP TRAVEL PLAN

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Commission Deny Agreement Over

Application for Tippers 


EPRESENTATIVES of the British Transport Commission were 
accused of “a gross breach of faith” at a Stockton public inquiry 
before the Northern Licensing Authority, Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, last week. 
Mr. T. H. Campbell Wardlaw, for Econofreight, Ltd., criticized the 
Commission for continuing to instruct their solicitor, Mr. J. Croft, during 


cross-examination of Econofreight’s 


transport manager, Mr. F. M. 


Fieldhouse. He claimed that the B.T.C. had already agreed to withdraw 
their objection to Econofreight’s request for three eight-wheeled tippers on 
A licence after the company had agreed to amend the proposed user. 


At this, Mr. Croft denied that there 
was ever such an agreement. He said 
the B.T.C.’s objection was still very 
much alive—they contended that Econo- 
freight had been operating outside their 
existing normal user for six months. 

Mr. Croft also appeared for four 
private objectors, D. Tarren (Transport), 
Ltd., A. Sanderson (Gt. Broughton), Ltd., 
Road Materials (Middlesbrough), Ltd., 
and the Copley Haulage Co. 

Mr. Wardlaw opened by seeking an 
amendment of the normal user to: 
“ Conveyance of chemical products, road- 
stone, slag, asphalt materials, building 
and civil engineering requirements and 
foundry sand, Northern counties, London 
area and Southern counties.” 


Change from Bags to Bulk 

He said increased demand by two of 
their main customers, Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., and British Chrome and 
Chemicals, Ltd., was responsible for the 
application. Three of LC.I.’s_ largest 
customers for urea had changed from 
bag to bulk delivery and, during the past 
few months, Econofreight vehicles had 
been carrying 12 to 15 loads a week— 
averaging 144 tons—to Duxford, near 
Cambridge, and Southampton. A letter 
in support from L.C.I. said they were 
mainly dependent on Econofreight and 
this traffic had been carried at the 
expense of other work. 

Mr. Fieldhouse, in evidence, said the 
company’s 13 eight-wheeled tippers were 
over-employed and working 24 hours a 
day for five or six days a week, using 
three drivers—a shunter at each end and 
one on the trunk run. The new work 
with urea required specialized vehicles 
with either fibre-glass casings or an 
aluminium alloy body. 


Six Vehicles Converted 

It had started on an experimental basis 
with one vehicle about a year ago and 
much time had been spent on devising 
suitable bodies. Six vehicles had now 
been converted, ‘involving in some cases 
the alteration of double-drop into rigid 
sides, with increases in weight of up 
to about 15 cwt. These had been 
declared to the Licensing Authority. 

Mr. Hanlon commented that here was 
a case where an operator had increased 
the weight of vehicles and, because he 
had kept the Authority informed of what 
was going on, there had been no difficulty. 

Answering Mr. Croft, Mr. Fieldhouse 
said there were only about five or six 
other eight-wheeled tippers in the area 


and it was impossible to hire. Econo- 
freight had not done the work when the 
urea went in bags because it was then 
carried by British Railways, British Road 
Services and other hauliers, However, 
the B.T.C. could not meet the standard 
of purity required for bulk carriage. 

He said the reason for the drop of 
gross receipts from £141,380 in 1957 to 
£133,903 in 1958 was due to a certain 
amount of recession, lower rates from 
rail competition, and running farther 
afield with less tonnage. British Chrome 
and Chemicals were responsible for 42 
per cent. of Econofreight’s outward 
traffic, whilst urea to Cambridge 
amounted to 5 per cent. and to 
Southampton 11 per cent. 

Mr. Croft submitted that Econofreight 
had no tippers when they first entered 
haulage in 1954. An application for six 
in April, 1955, was refused, but three 
were granted on appeal, with a normal 
user of: “ Chemicals for British Chrome 
and Chemicals, Ltd., goods for Tarslag, 
Ltd., and their associated companies, 
Lancashire, Yorkshire, Northumberland 
and Durham.” 


Fleet User Disregarded 

Three more were granted in July, 
1956, with the same normal user, two in 
November, 1956, and a further two in 
February, 1957, he said. In August, 
1958, an application to change the normal 
user for one vehicle was granted, but 
since then six of these vehicles had been 
operating outside the fleet user. 

Mr, Fieldhouse replied that the change 
of normal user was published and 
brought to inquiry by the Licensing 
Authority. There were no objections 
and it was made clear that it was 
intended to use the fleet for this work if 
experiments were successful. 

Mr. Croft submitted that there was no 
case for the objectors to answer. The 
only evidence was a letter from LC.I. 
and one witness from British Chrome and 
Chemicals. There was no proof of need 
and Econofreight had agreed there had 
been a recession. A change from bag 
to bulk haulage could not be described 
as new work. 

The Transport Tribunal had never said 
that letters should be ignored, said Mr. 
Hanlon. Their value was limited but 
here he was not prepared to say there 
was no case. The hearing would be 


adjourned, and decision on this and on 
that of the part-heard application by 
R. Durham and Sons, Ltd. (The Com- 
mercial Motor, February 27) would be 
given at the same time. 
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Another Adjournment 


in McKelvie Case 

URTHER evidence was given on 

Monday in an_ application’ by 
McKelvie and Co., Ltd., Barrhead, 
Scotland, who are seeking an A licence 
to cover four specially designed articu- 
lated outfits for the carriage of 14-ton 
hydropower pipes from Motherwell to 
North Wales (The Commercial Motor, 
February 13). 

The outfits, weighing a total of 45 tons, 
are required to undertake a contract for 
Marshall and Anderson, Ltd., Mother- 
well. McKelvie’s are opposed by the 
British Transport Commission and Gavin 
Wilkie, Ltd.. Glasgow. 

At Monday’s hearing, Mr. W. F. Quin, 
Scottish Licensing Authority, was told 
about correspondence between the rail- 
ways and Marshall and Anderson. Mr. 
James Dawson, railway goods superin- 
tendent at Motherwell, said the company 
asked for a quotation for the 280-mile 
haul in September, 1957, and were told 
that the cost would be about £5 per ton 
as special wagons would probably be 
required. 

About 10 months later, after he had 
discussed the matter with other railway 
Officials, a revised quotation of £4 10s 
was given inclusive of loading and 
unloading, and two months afterwards 
Marshall and Anderson were given 
details of the method of transport. 

Answering Mr. C. Jauncey, for British 
Railways, Mr. Dawson said that if the 
company had not been considering 
sending their pipes by rail they would not 
have asked for a quotation. Mr. James 
Law, for McKelvie’s, then asked if it 
were true that even now Marshall and 
Anderson had not been given complete 
details of the wagons it was proposed to 
use. Mr. Dawson denied this, saying 
that considerable details had been given 
of the wagons, which were still available 
for the work. 

The hearing was adjourned for 
evidence by Mr. I. Wilkie, of Gavin. 
Wilkie. 


POLICE CHIEF’S SPEECH ON

EMARKS made by Chief Supt. 
Malcolm Macleod, head of Glasgow 
Police Traffic Department, when he wel- 
comed the “Kerb Space is Precious” 
campaign last week, have been described 
as “ erroneous, misleading and 
mischievous” by Mr. B. M. Reilly, 
convenor of the highways committee.

The vehicle would average 234 
m.p.h., covering 260 miles a day, and a 
twice-yearly service would be operated.

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Railways Must Finance 
Their Own Development 


‘ 


, ERE can be only one golden rule 
for railway management; treat the 
job as if it were your personal business 
and keep uppermost in mind that to 
stay in business the .railway must pay 
its way and finance its own capital 
developments. That this happy position 
is not being attained at present is beside 
the point. It must and will be attained,” 
Mr. David Blee, general manager of the 
London Midland Region of British 
Railways, told the Institute of Transport 
in London on Monday in a paper on 
“Aspects of Railway Management.” 

Mr. Blee described how electronic 
computers could be used by the railways. 
A method of feeding timing information 
for passenger trains over a limited sec- 
tion of line had been devised, and it was 
now possible for a computer quickly to 
time a special train through a group of 
existing trains, and to indicate the extent 
to which there would be repercussions on 
succeeding trains in the group. 

The application of work study had 
shown that for every man employed on 
a job before it was applied, at least £50 
a year could be saved if the redundancy 
problem could be dealt with. The 
London Midland Region had some 
170,000 staff, and on this basis a saving 
of £8m. to £9m. was possible through 
work study. 

Steps had been taken to improve the 
appearance of the British Transport 
Commission’s 15,358 railway road 
vehicles. It was recognized that they 
should always be spick and span, and a 
new livery was to be tried out at a 
southern depot.

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Residents Ask for a 
Better Bus Service 


PLEA for a better bus service by 

Bury Corporation was made at 
Rochdale, last week, by Unsworth and 
District Owners’ and Occupiers’ Associa- 
tion, when the North Western Traffic 
Commissioners held a_ special public 
inquiry. The Association claimed that 
existing services between Unsworth, 
Whitefield and Manchester were unsatis- 
factory.

He pointed out that there was great 
room for expansion at Unsworth, where 
Manchester Corporation were planning 
to build 1,500 houses. 

Mr. R. A. Scott, another member of 
the Association, said people in the area

were eager to use buses, but these were 
not provided at the right time.

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Conductress Awarded 
£1,066 Damages 


AMAGES ind agreed special damages 
totalling £1,066 Is. 6d. were awarded 
against Sheffield Corporation to Joan Ann 
Beach, a former conductress, at Sheffield 
Assizes last week. 

Miss Beach had sued for injuries 
received when she fell from a bus as it 
turned into Pond Hill after leaving Pond 
Street bus station. She was a trainee 
conductress at the time, and was off work 
for 28 weeks. 

Mr. Justice Glyn-Jones, giving judg- 
ment, said Miss Beach was collecting 
fares on the lower deck before the bus 
left the station. At the corner she was 
a few feet from the doorway, and for 
some reason she lost her balance. 
stumbled and failed in her attempt to hold 
the rail. She fell from the bus. 

The question was whether the driver 
had taken the corner too fast. He had 
the same duty to his conductress as to 
any other passenger. 

The judge had the impression the speed 


was too fast, though it was the usual 
speed. The turn was awkward—there 
were differences in camber which would 
cause any bus to lurch. He advised the 
corporation to instruct drivers to. take 
special care at the corner. Alternatively 
they should have the road surface altered

RAFFIC receipts from London Trans- 

port’s road services in the first eight 
weeks of this year amounted to £7.79m., 
compared with £8.75m. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1958.

LIVESTOCK HAULIERS FIGHT 
CORPORATION 
COMPULSORY purchase order has 
been made by Bradford Corporation 
for 74 acres of land at Allerton, owned 
by a livestock haulage company, James C. 
Ashworth, Ltd. But Mr. James Ash- 
worth, managing director, last week con- 
tested the order at a Ministry of Housing 
inquiry conducted by Mr. J. Fairweather. 

Mr. R. K. Denby, for Mr. Ashworth, 
said the company were the only livestock 
hauliers in Bradford. The property in 
question was bought in 1947 and was now 
used as accommodation for cattle and 
sheep. When animals were being carried 
from Scotland and the North to the Mid- 
lands and South there had to be a break 
for them to be fed and rested, so they 
were kept overnight at Allerton. Other 
cattle spent the night there because of the 
closing time of the local slaughterhouse. 

Mr. Ashworth added: ** We cannot keep 
livestock on trucks overnight. The police 
and the R.S.P.C.A. say they should be 
unloaded.” 

For the corporation, Mr. D. M. Holland 
explained that the land was needed for a 
new housing estate.

Fare Increases 


ORKERS' concessionary fares will be | 


abolished on municipal buses at 
Great Yarmouth if the Eastern Traffic 
Commissioners agree to plans approved 
by the town council. The aim is to offset 
an estimated deficit of £18,000 next year 
by raising an extra £20,000 through fare 
revisions. 

Ald. S. H. da Volls, chairman of the 
transport committee, told the council last 
week that abolition of workers’ fares 
would save the department £3,300. Stages 
would be standardized and some fares 
altered, but the 2d. minimum would be 
retained. 

When some councillors protested about 
higher fares he replied that as the public 
were using the buses less they would have 
to pay more if they wanted to keep their 
own undertaking. 


BUS STRIKES DEPLORED 


OTH sides in the Belfast bus dispute 
—crews struck on two successive 
Saturdays—have accepted the findings of 
the Arbitration Tribunal. The corpor- 
ation and the bus crews’ leaders have 
agreed to discuss the causes of the 
trouble, including schedules, the lay-over 
time of vehicles and the duties of an 
outside operational superintendent. 
The Tribunal said they deplored the 
stoppages and hoped that in future such 
things would not happen. 


Twins Granted 


WIN sisters Frances and Winifred 

Taylor explained to the Scottish 
Deputy Licensing Authority, Mr. Alex 
Robertson, last week, how they came to 
be in the car delivery business. Miss 
Frances Taylor said that since 1950 she 
and her sister had been employed by four 
Dundee garages to drive cars from 
English factories up to Scotland. 

Fifteen months ago they formed Scot- 
tish Car Delivery Services, still driving 
cars under their own power, but recent 
Press and radio criticism of the way cars 
were handled on delivery runs had per- 
suaded them that a car transporter would 
be a better proposition. 

Miss Taylor said they now wanted to 
put a twin-deck five-vehicle transporter 
on B licence to haul new cars to Dundee 
from Oxford, Dagenham, Luton and 
Birmingham, and to carry used vehicles 
from Dundee to London and Liverpool 
for shipment abroad. 

The application was supported by their 
four customers—Arnot's Garages, Ltd., 
George McLean, Ltd., Scott Fyfe Motors, 
Ltd., and the Wellington Garage. Wit- 
nesses said people were less willing to buy 
cars with a few hundred miles on the 
speedometer than cars with the odd mile 
or two. If faults developed shortly after 
a sale, buyers were inclined to feel that 
cars had been unduly punished on the 
journey from the makers to the 
distributors. 

The British Transport Commission and 
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End Nationalization 

—N. Ireland Plea 

EASONS. put forward ‘by Lord 

Glentoran, Northern Ireland’s 
Minister of Commerce, for keeping road 
transport nationalized were rejected by 
the Unionist Conference last week. By 
an overwhelming majority the conference 
passed a resolution urging the Govern- 
ment to implement a promise to hand 
back road haulage to private enterprise. 

Lord Glentoran had stated that a 
competitive road freight system would 
seriously add to railway losses, so the 
question of allowing private operators to 
compete with the railways could not be 
considered on its merits in present 
circumstances, The most urgent task was 
to tackle railway losses—the Great 
Northern Railway lost £3m. between 1953 
and 1958, whilst the Ulster Transport 
Authority lost £24m. between 1948 and 
1958. 

“It is quite impossible for the 
Government to sustain these enormous 
losses,” he declared. 

Mr. G. C. V. Brittain, who moved the 
successful denationalization motion, 
claimed that the U.T.A. had arrogantly 
defied public opinion. It was a “ puppet 
body ” which had never given a decision 
in favour of an appellant as far as he 
knew. Freight was being carried at a loss 
to prevent big concerns from buying their 
own lorries and the money was being 
recovered from small traders who could 
not fight back.

Evidence Based on Illegal Work 
May Justify Grant—Miunister 


N an appeal decision issued on Wednesday, the Minister of Transport lays 
down principles to be followed in dealing with applications for licences or 
variations based on past illégal activities. 


He agrees that a company 


“should not normally be allowed to benefit 


in the future from operations carried out in deliberate disregard of the 
terms of its road service licence,” but says that “ statistics of actual carryings 
of passengers are not rendered less valid purely as evidence of need because 


the carriage is considered illegal. 

“It does not, of course, follow that 
such services as are justified by the 
evidence should necessarily be provided 
by the company which has been carrying 
the passengers. This would be a matter 
for consideration by the Traffic Com- 
missioners in the light of all the circum- 
stances of the case. It would be open 
to them, for example, to grant the 
services or part of them to some other 
applicant if they felt that that applicant 
had a claim to the traffic.” 


Allowance Change Refused 


These observations are made on an 
appeal by Stockland Garage, Ltd., 
against the West Midland Traffic Com- 
missioners’ refusal to vary vehicle 
allowances on British and Continental 
tours from Birmingham. The Minister 
points out that, although Stockland 
Garage had in 1957 and earlier misinter- 
preted their vehicle allowance, they did 
so in good faith, and no penalty for 
operating in excess of the allowance 
should be imposed. 

The application in respect of British 
tours was unopposed, but Stockland 
Garage agreed at the public hearing to 
a reduced allowance. Although G. H. 
Austin and Sons opposed the Continental 
tour application, it was clear that their 
own traffic had not, and would not, suffer 
seriously. 

In the circumstances, says the Minister, 
the Commissioners would have been justi- 
fied, irrespective of the actual bookings 
received at the date of the public hearing, 
in granting for 1958 vehicle allowances 
for both the British and Continental 
tours based on the evidence of past carry- 
ings, subject, if necessary, to adjustment 
in the light of any other evidence bearing 
on the question of need. 


Against Public Interest 


However, the allowance granted by the 
Commissioners for the Continental tours 
was reasonably close to that which would 
have been justified on the Minister's 
interpretation of the evidence of need. 
The Commissioners had, however, acted 
against the public interest in reducing the 
allowance for the British tours below the 
level represented by operations in 1957. 

The company continued to book pas- 
sengers in excess of their allowance after 
being warned by the Commissioners in 
January, 1958, that their interpretation 
of it was incorrect. The Minister agrees 
that, in such circumstances, operators 
cannot always rely on the Com- 
missioners’ willingness to  regularize 
matters when presented with a fait 
accompli. He does not think the com- 


pany should be punished, but he makes 
it plain that they were at fault in fail- 
ing to take the Commissioners into their 
confidence in January, 1958. 

As the licences in question expired on 
November 30 last, no order is made on 
the appeals. 


B.R.S. MANAGER NOW HEADS 

MAINTENANCE COMMITTEE 
T last week’s annual meeting of the 
West Midland Maintenance Advisory 
Committee for Goods Vehicles, Mr. S. W. 
Mack, Birmingham district manager of 
British Road Services, was elected chair- 
man. Mr. E. Carter (Rubery Owen), 
representing the Traders’ Road Transport 
Association, was elected vice-chairman. 

Mr. W. P. James, West Midland 
Licensing Authority, who is a keen sup- 
porter of the committee, is sending all 
applicants for carriers’ licences or varia- 
tions a letter urging the need for improved 
maintenance. He points out that, although 
there has been a slight improvement in 
recent years, it still causes him great con- 
cern. Prohibition notices were placed on 
41.9 per cent. of vehicles examined in the 
area in 1957-58, compared with 41.6 per 
cent. in 1956-57 and 55.4 per cent. in 
1955-56. 

Maintenance will be on the agenda of 
the annual meetings of the Wolverhamp- 
ton, Potteries and Coventry Areas of the 
T.R.T.A. next week. The Wolverhamp- 
ton Area meeting at the Town Hall 
Hotel, North Street, Wolverhampton, on 
Monday, will consider also the question 
of revised loading and unloading bans 
in Dudley. 

The eliminating round for the Lorry 
Driver of the Year Competition, to be 
held at Stoke-on-Trent this year, is on 
the agenda for the Potteries Area 
meeting at the Grand Hotel, Hanley, on 
Tuesday. Proposed no-waiting bans in 
Coventry will be reviewed at Coventry 
Area’s meeting at the Heath Hotel, 
Foleshill Road, Coventry, on Wednesday. 


DISTRIBUTOR PUMPS BETTER 


O long as the fuel was filtered, a dis- 
tributor-type injection pump should 
wear better than an in-line pump, Mr. 
H. L. Parrish, of F. Perkins, Ltd., told 
the Midland Centre of the Institute of 
Road Transport Engineers on Tuesday. 
Other points he made were that 
expendable paper-filter elements were 
superior to cleanable cloth elements, and 
that a hydraulic governor enabled the 
tick-over speed of an engine to be 
reduced to 250 r.p.m. compared with 
450 r.p.m. with a mechanical governor. 
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Hauliers Dispute F.M.C. 
Rate Differences 


EMBERS of the North Western 
livestock functional group of the 
Road Haulage Association are gravely 
concerned about rate variations between 
the Midland and North Western areas 
of the Fatstock Marketing Corporation. 
Rates for the carriage of livestock 
over similar distances are nearly 20 per 
cent. higher if the orders are received 
from the Midland Area. This follows 
the abolition by the North Western area 
of a 5s. pick-up fee, with the avowed 
intention of bringing rates into line with 
those in the Midlands. A further compli- 
cation is that rates in the Northern area 
are said to be higher than those paid by 
the Midlands. 

Mr. S. Peers, chairman of the North 
Western livestock group, is to raise the 
question of a common rate for the whole 
country at national level. Meanwhile, 
Mr. M. Burg, area marketing director, 
has been invited to a protest meeting at 
which North Wales members will express 
their dissatisfaction with the 
situation.

BUS MAINTENANCE MEN BACK AT 
WORK 

HE strike of 26 maintenance engineers 

at the Old Kilpatrick depot of the 
Central §.M.T. Co., Ltd.. ended on 
Monday night, when the men 
unanimously decided to accept. the 
management's proposals for a resumption 
of work. 

Negotiations will start immediately on 
the engineers’ claims for better night- 
shift rates of pay to bring them into line 
with unskilled men.

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Normal User “ Like B 


Licence ’’— Authority 


i he 50-word normal user sought by 

Swain and Sons, Middietown, 
Welshpool, when they applied for a group 
of special-A vehicles to be transferred 
to A licence, was strongly criticized, on 
Tuesday, ‘by Mr. Idris Owen, South 
Wales Licensing Authority, deputizing 
for the North Western Authority. 

He said the users proposed by Swain’s 
and by another haulier, Mr. A. H. 
Williams, Welshpool, were farcical and 
tantamount to B-licence conditions. Both 
applications were unopposed. Swain’s 
wanted four vehicles transferred and Mr. 
Williams one vehicle, but the cases were 
adjourned. 

Mr. J. Edward Jones, for the two 
hauliers, submitted that it was normal 
practice in the North Western Area for 
the Road Haulage Association to advise 
members to seek a detailed normal user 
covering past and present activities. This 
allowed objections to be met and saved 
administrative work. 

Mr. Owen replied that much of the 
wording of Swain’s proposed user was 
superfluous—* goods, mainly livestock, 
agricultural produce, requisites and feed- 
ing stufts, foodstuffs, parcels and paints, 
building materials and plant, road 
materials and plant, machinery and 
spares, solid fuel, timber, paper, steel; 
Wales and Border Counties, Lancashire, 
Staffordshire, Yorkshire, Midlands, North 
and West England, Leicestershire. 
Oxfordshire, Nottinghamshire, London 
and Southern Counties, and Scotland.” 

The Licensing Authority was given only 
figures of gross earnings and was unable 
to judge the proper user from the infor- 
mation at hand. A grant in such circum- 
stances would be bad for the industry, he 
said, and he would not proceed further 
with the applications until the users were 
amended. 

Full lists of destinations, the number 
of times visited and goods carried were 
required to enable the Authority to ascer- 
tain if the proposed user was justified. 

Mr. Edward Jones said these cases 
could be put forward only in accordance 
with R.H.A. instructions received, but he 
agreed with the Authority. Such pro- 
nouncements would do much to assist the 
industry in transfer applications.

Big Rail Delays in 
Car Deliveries 


WO Scottish car distributors said at 

Fife, last week, that when they had 
vehicles delivered by British Railways 
there were delays in transit of up to 10 
days. They were supporting an appli- 
cation by Mr. Douglas F. Harvey, 
Markinch, Fife, who wanted to put three 
car transporters on A licence. 

Mr. Harvey explained that he had been 
operating two of them under trade plates 
since 1955, but the 1958 Finance Act 
meant that he now required a carrier's 
licence. He was prepared to accept a 
normal user of “motor vehicles from 
Birmingham and Coventry to Fife.” 

In support, John Goodall and Co., 
Ltd., Neilson Bros. and Fidelity Motor 
Services said they had had good service 
from Mr. Harvey and did not want a 
change. Railway facilities were unsuit- 
able because of delays which had 
amounted sometimes to 10 days. 

For the British Transport Commission, 
Mr. D. Brown urged that the application 
should be rejected on the ground that 
it concerned only return loads. There 
had been no evidence of the need for 
outward traffic from the proposed base of 
Kirkcaldy. 

Mr. Alex Robertson, Scottish Deputy 
Licensing Authority, granted the two 
vehicles already in possession, pointing 
out that they had been operated quite 
legally for two years. Had it been an 
application for a completely new facility 
his decision might have been different, he 
said.

Combined Effort Needed to Fight 
Socialists, Says Mr. Watkinson 


HE Government and the Road 

Haulage Association must work 
together in the battle against the 
Socialists’ renationalization plans for road 
transport, , Mr. Harold Watkinson, 
Minister of Transport, said in London 
on Monday. He was addressing mem- 
bers of the Association’s Metropolitan 
and South Eastern Area at their annual 
dinner. 

Mr. Watkinson said that when the 
Conservatives were saddled with the task 
of coping with nationalized industries 
they tried to reform them in such a way 
as to put an end to talk of renationaliza- 
tion, but the Socialists could not, or 
would not, take it. 

The vast majority of the population 
was opposed to any more nationaliza- 
tion, believing that industry and 
commerce would thrive only if driven 
by a spirit of free enterprise and com- 
petition. No Government could take 
over and run an industry better than it 
could run itself, and foreign competitors 
would rub their hands with glee if they 
could see us committed to more 
nationalization. 

The Minister emphasized that the C 
licensee should not think for one moment 
that he would escape again. It was 
almost certain that he would suffer, and 
this would be fatal, for full employment 
and the rising standard of living would 
be endangered. The present Government 
were, however, well aware of their duty 
to protect the public interest, which was 
why they had always supported the 
licensing system. 

Discussing the railways, Mr. Watkinson 
said the country could not afford to 
abolish them, although the system should 
be a good deal smaller than at present,

concentrating on a narrow range of 
functions. The Government would press 
forward with further decentralization and 
regionalization, for the British Transport 
Commission’s réle in the transport pattern 
was strictly limited, although it had an 
important part to play. 

“The Government intend to do all in 
their power to encourage real private 
enterprise in all spheres,” he added. 

Mr. A. E. Drain, area chairman, said 
the rapid growth of road haulage was 
due to the fact that it formed an essential 
part of every other industry. Paying 
tribute to Mr. Watkinson, he said it was 
a welcome change to have a Minister of 
Transport who took a realistic view of 
transport’s rdle. 

“He had a predecessor just after the 
war, from the other side of the House, 
who thought his function was to preside 
at the demise of road transport,” said 
Mr. Drain. “If the extreme Left Wing 
ever get into power again we are 
threatened with having another Minister 
of Transport who will make a thorough 
job of crushing it out of existence.” 


MEDALS NOT WANTED 


EN who need monetary awards to 
do their best should not be driving 
buses for any local authority, according 
to Cllr. Emily Costford, a member of 
Rochdale Town Council. She made this 
comment in suggesting that the transport 
committee should reconsider a proposal 
to give cash awards for safe driving. 
Although her proposal was seconded, 
it failed after Cllr. C. Smith had pointed 
out that medals were viewed with “ great 
contempt.” Even when a hot-pot supper 
was provided at presentation ceremonies 
only a small percentage of men attended. 


Ceylon’s Buses Lose 
£396,825 in a Year 


N its first full year of operation, the 
Ceylon Transport Board incurred a 
loss of £396,825. There was a loss every 
month except in October, when the 
Board secured a profit of £4,575. Expected 
income for the year was £7,770,600, but 
the actual yield was £6,851,489. 

The Board has attributed the poor 
results to last year’s communal riots, the 
curfew which was imposed, oil strikes and 
a strike of its own employees. Mean- 
while, plans are going ahead for 320 new 
buses to be put on the road before the 
end of this year. The chassis will be 
imported—100 A.E.C. Reliance, 100 Fiat, 
100 Mercedes-Benz and 20 Japanese Hino 
—and bodies will be built locally. 

The Board has estimated that compen- 
sation to former bus owners will be 
£2,873,175. 


BUS SHELTER DISCUSSIONS 


eo mgs of Scottish bus companies 
will be asked on April 7 to give a 
definition of their policy about bus 
shelters. They are to meet representa- 
tives of the Convention of Royal 
Burghs and the Association of County 
Councils, who will inquire how much 
the operators are prepared to grant 
towards the provision of shelters.

“Great Danger ” Caused 
by Bus Stop 


DESCRIPTION of the “very great 
danger’ caused by a bus stop used 
by Bury Corporation vehicles was given 


to the North Western Traffic Com- 
missioners, last week, when Mr. J. Wild, 
a private road user, asked for it to be 
resited. 

On his behalf, Mr. H. Backhouse said 
Mr. Wild had made representations to the 
corporation about the stop, which was 
positioned on a hump-back bridge and 
catered for people using Black Lane 
Station, near Radcliffe. At the bottom 
of the bridge there was a sharp bend and 
when buses stopped drivers of following 
vehicles had their view obstructed. 

Local residents who knew the road 
approached the spot with caution, but if 
a stranger attempted to overtake a bus 
there might be a serious accident. It was 
Mr. Wild’s view that if the stop were 
resited 50 yd. along the road it would be 
much safer. 

In evidence, Mr. Wild said he had had 
some near misses himself and never tried 
to overtake a bus which was parked at the 
stop. 

Mr. F. Thorpe, general manager of the 
undertaking, said the stopping point was 
not as dangerous as had been suggested. 
But the transport department were 
interested in public safety and would be 
pleased to agree to any proposal put 
forward by the Commissioners. 

Mr. F. Williamson, chairman, said he 
would give his opinion shortly. 


POINT-TO-POINT CAR HIRE 


REFINEMENT of the car-hire 

service is to be introduced by J. Davy 
Car Hire, Ltd.. from April 1. To be 
known as the Carline plan, the system 
makes it possible for the customer to 
collect a vehicle from any one of 13 
depots in England and Wales and deliver 
it at any of the others in the network at 
a prepaid charge based on the mileage 
covered. 

The hirer is thus freed from possible 
inconvenience in returning the car to its 
depot of origin. 

By the end of the year, the sponsors 
hope to operate depots in every major 
town in Great Britain. 


Judge Suggests Mate 
for Mobile Crane 


HE driver of a mobile crane which 
was in collision with a Sheffield Cor- 
poration bus should have been accom- 
panied by a mate at the time to direct 
traffic round the jib, Mr. Justice Glyn- 
Jones said at Sheffield Assizes last week. 
He was giving judgment in a case in 
which the crane operators, Osborn Fur- 
ness, Ltd., Sheffield, sought £789 I1s. 7d. 
damages from the corporation, and the 
corporation counter-claimed for £157 9s. 
The judge said the bus driver should 
have seen the crane jib, despite the fact 
that no mate was emploved to warn other 
traffic. He held that the bus driver was 
75 per cent. to blame for the accident, 
whilst the crane driver was 25 per cent. 
to blame, and judgment was given on 
these lines. 
Osborn Furness were awarded costs, 
but were directed to pay £25 towards the 
corporation's costs.

The platform vehicle 
concerned had carried furniture for many 
years and a tilt was fitted. 

He had bought the  pantechnicon 
because he thought there would be no 
trouble about a transfer to do the same 
work. A list of more than 300 jobs done 
last year could be produced. Questioned 
by Mr. J. Croft, for all the objectors. he 
agreed that the vehicle also delivered coal 
for his own coal business. 

Mr. Croft submitted that there was no 
evidence to justify an additional pantech- 
nicon being put on the road as the 
bulk of the present vehicle’s work 
appeared to be coal. All the objectors 
had vehicles available. 

Adjourning the application, Mr. Hanlon 
pointed out that Foster's were not 
entitled to carry their own coal with an 
A-licence vehicle. For this work they 
would have to apply for a B licence.

ECAUSE of the lower stresses 
B set up by air suspension, much 

chassis and body weight can be 
saved in vehicles designed for it from 
the start. An excellent example is 
seen in the six-wheeled articulated 
tanker just tested exclusively by 
The Commercial Motor, which has a 
capacity of 4,000 gal. of petrol, a 
quantity hitherto transportable only 
on four axles. 

An appreciable saving in weight 
results in the outfit operating at 
20 tons gross train weight, and allows 
the use of a smaller engine than is 
normally found in tankers of this 
capacity. Thus, good fuel economy 
can be obtained without noticeable 
loss of performance, and on test 
11.6 m.p.g. was recorded at an average 
speed of 29 m.p.h. with a load equiva- 
lent to 4,000 gal. of petrol. The use 
of the lighter vehicle also spells 
economy in terms of lower initial 
cost and reduced tyre and brake 
maintenance. 

The Guy Formidable motive unit 
was fitted with Dunlop trailing-arm 
air suspension. Similar suspension 
components were employed in the 
Carrimore running gear for the Steel 
Barrel 4,000-gal. mild-steel tank. 


Rolling-lobe Springs 


Pneuride rolling-lobe diaphragm air 
springs are incorporated in the semi- 
trailer and tractor suspension layouts. 
The tractor springs are of 10-in. 
diameter, whilst those on the semi- 
trailer have a diameter of 12 in. Each 
spring has a Dunlop levelling valve. 
Woodhead Monroe 2-in. telescopic 
shock absorbers provide the suspen- 
sion damping of the semi-trailer, and 
Armstrong AT 11 dampers are used 
on the tractor driving axle. 

Air suspension has enabled about 
1} tons to be saved in the weight, 
compared with a steel-sprung tandem- 
axle outfit of the same capacity. This 
has been achieved by the use of 
thinner tank-shell material and the 
abolition of full-length longitudinal 
under ribs. 

The tractor employed for the test 
was an 8-ft. 6-in.-wheelbase prototype 
fitted with a Homalloy light-alloy cab. 
As originally exhibited at the Com- 
mercial Motor Show last year, this 
tractor had a Meadows 6DC 500 oil 
engine, but it has been replaced by an 
A.E.C. AV 470 six-cylindered oil 
engine in the interests of weight 
saving. 

It had been intended that the test 
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4.000-gal. Six-wheeler 


should be conducted with the second 
Formidable tractor to be supplied to 
Mobil Oil Co., Ltd., who kindly 
arranged for the loan of the outfit, but 
this was not ready in time. It is 
essentially similar to the prototype 
used for the test, except that a 
standard Guy part-plastics cab is 
employed and the complete tractor is 
some 2 cwt. lighter than the 
prototype. 

The tractor is rated for a gross train 
weight of 20 tons and is available with 
a choice of power units, including 
A.E.C., Leyland and Meadows. The 
A.E.C. 112 b.h.p. engine is unit- 
mounted with an A.E.C. five-speed 
synchromesh gearbox, driving through 
a single propeller shaft to a spiral- 
bevel rear axle. The tractor has 
Girling two-leading-shoe wedge- 
operated brake units, actuated through 
a Clayton Dewandre air-pressure 
system. The braking equipment on 
the driving axle is similar to that of 
the semi-trailer axle. 

Both the tractor and the semi-trailer 
have Dunlop Highway tubeless tyres 
on 6.75-22.5-in. disc wheels. The use 
of these tyres also saves weight— 
160 Ib. in the case of the semi-trailer 
as against equivalent running gear on 
conventional 9.00-20-in. tyres. The 
same size of tyre is fitted to all wheels 
of the outfit and no spare is carried— 
a further weight saving. 

In the interests of safety, the vehicle 
was not supplied for test carrying its 
normal payload of petrol. Instead, 
the tank had been loaded with low- 
sulphur gas oil, equivalent in weight 
to 4,000 gal. of motor spirit when the 
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difference between the weights of the 
prototype and production tractor is 
taken into account. The gross train 
weight without driver was 19 tons 
18 cwt., the tractor driving axle and 
the semi-trailer axle being equally 
loaded. 


First-class Braking 


Braking tests were conducted first 
and exceptionally good retardation 
figures were obtained from both 
20 m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. Retardation 
was deceptively smooth, with no trace 
of jack-knifing or instability and with 
little delay in the air-pressure system. 
The figures obtained would have been 
good for some vehicles running at 
half this weight, and reflect great 
credit on the overall braking design of 
the outfit and its favourable inter-axle 
weight distribution. 

After the foot-brake tests, a series 
of hand-brake applications was made 
from 20 m.p.h. The tractor hand 
brake, which operates on the driving 
axle only, produced a retardation 
figure of 15.5 per cent. as shown by 
the Tapley meter. The braking system 
includes a hand reaction valve on the 
steering column for separate control 
of the semi-trailer brakes, and when 
applied from 20 m.p.h. an average 
Tapley-meter figure of 27.5 per cent. 
was recorded, 

A third set of figures was then 
taken, employing both hand brakes, 
applying the semi-trailer brake first 
and pulling the tractor brake on hard. 
In this way an average figure of 
37.5 per cent. was obtained from 
20 m.p.h. Thus it was shown that 
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Gives 11.6 m.p.g.

A fuel-consumption test was then con- 
ducted over a 16.2-mile out-and-return 
route between Coven and Hatherton— 
a slightly undulating circuit taking in 
about seven miles of one of the 
narrowest stretches of the AS road. 

I drove the outfit at about 33 m.p.h. 
whenever conditions would allow. With- 
out at any time exceeding 35 m.p.h., the 
course was completed at an average 
speed of 29 m.p.h. The use of 11.225 
pints of fuel indicated a consumption 
rate of 11.6 m.p.g., which is some 
3 m.p.g. better than can be expected 
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from a _ conventional 
4,000-gal. tanker. 

As this was the first full road test to 
be conducted on a British vehicle with 
a British air-suspension system, and as 
the test vehicle was a tanker with partly 
laden tanks (and, therefore, potentially 
unstable), various tests were made to 
discover the degree of roll that could be 
set up with the tank. 

First the outfit was driven round and 
out of a fairly small roundabout at 
25 m.p.h., thus setting up left- and right- 
hand rolls in quick succession. This sort 
of test showed that the vertical axis of 
the tank did not deviate by more than 


eight-wheeled 


about 3° from normal, and that the 
reaction of the levelling valves was quick 
enough to right the tank on to an even 
keel within about 4 seconds of the end 
of a turn. 

It became obvious, therefore, that 
negotiation of sharp roundabouts at 
higher speeds than is normal for a tanker 
would not cause any dangerous insta- 
bility. I then decided that the vehicle 
should be driven down a dual carriage- 
way at 30 m.p.h., swinging across from 
lane to lane as quickly as possible. This 
looked particularly awe-inspiring from 
behind and the test could be likened to 
taking several roundabouts in quick 
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succession, which at 30 m.p.h. would be 
almost impossible. 

Contrary to appearances, the driver 
reported that the vehicle was in no way 
unstable, and as soon as he corrected 
the steering wheel to straighten out the 
outfit, the semi-trailer responded after a 
final lurch. A Tapley meter had been 
placed at the back of the tank to record 
transverse decelerations, and after this 
test the meter’s maximum reading was 
44 per cent., showing that deceleration 
during the roll had at no point reached 
0.5g. 

I then drove the outfit to Bridgnorth, 
where hill-climbing and brake-fade tests 
were made on Hermitage Hill. This 
gradient is } mile long, with an average 
severity of 1 in 12. Near the top there 
is a Steep section of 1 in 8. 

The climb was made at an ambient 
temperature of 52° FF. and_ took 
4.75 minutes, the radiator coolant tem- 
perature rising from 170° F. to 182° F.- 
safe enough limits for normal use in this 
country. 


Steady Pulling 


The lowest gear used during this climb 
was second, which was engaged for 
2 minutes 24 seconds. When on the 
steepest section of the hill the speed 
dropped down to 3 m.p.h., but the engine 
kept pulling steadily and I was agreeably 
surprised at not having to engage bottom 
gear. 

The vehicle was turned round at the 
top of the hill and then coasted down 
the gradient in neutral, using the foot 
brake to restrict the speed to 20 m.p.h. 
At the bottom of the hill the foot brake 
was applied from 20 m.p.h. and a 
Tapley-meter figure of 55 per cent. was 
recorded, showing that fade had 
accounted for a drop of only 15 per 
cent., which is commendably small for a 
vehicle of this weight. 

Returning to the steepest section of 
the hill, the outfit was stopped and it 
was found that the tractor hand brake 
alone would not “hold,” but with the 
semi-trailer hand brake applied, the 
vehicle remained stationary. Attempts to 
start in bottom gear resulted in pro- 
nounced clutch-slip, but the vehicle 
eventually pulled away, and the test was 
repeated twice to make sure that the 
first result was not a fluke. 


Clutch Wear 

It was obvious, however, that the 
engine was working at the top limit in 
its power and the clutch-pedal clearance 
had disappeared by the time the tests 
had been finished. Slight exhaust smok- 
ing was noticed during this test and the 
preceding non-stop climb. 

For the unladen tests, the outfit was 
driven from the Guy works to the Mobil 
bulk plant at Coventry, where arrange- 
ments had been made to discharge the 
load. The route chosen was through 
Wolverhampton and Walsall and along 
the eastern outskirts of Birmingham, and 
the 36 miles took 1 hour 40 minutes. 

Having discharged the load, the return 
journey from Coventry over this route 
was made in | hour 20 minutes, and the 
total fuel used for the round trip was 
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5 gal. 5.5 pt., giving an overall consump- 
tion rate of 12.7 m.p.g. at an overall 
average speed of 23.8 m.p.h. 

While at the depot, the tractor and 
semi-trailer frame heights were measured 
before and after unloading. The tractor 
frame height was reduced by } in. with 
the load off, whilst the height at the 
semi-trailer frame increased by 14 in. A 
Tapley meter on the tank indicated a 
change in tank level of less than 1°, the 
rear of the tank being slightly higher 
than when the load was aboard. 

With the tank empty, the 16.2-mile 
fuel-consumption test was repeated. <A 
figure of 18.4 m.p.g. at an average speed 
of 30.7 m.p.h. was obtained, the maxi- 
mum speed being no greater than that 
during the laden run. 

Thus. from the three sets of fuel 
figures obtained it can be assumed that 





the 12.7 m.p.g. rate yielded between 
Wolverhampton and Coventry is the 
figure that can be expected when running 
through urban and industrial areas. On 
trunk-road deliveries under less arduous 
traffic conditions, an overall figure of 
some 15 m.p.g. may be expected, which 
is a vast improvement on the fuel return 
available with an ecight-wheeled tanker 
of the same volume. 

The semi-trailer was then disconnected 
completely and the tractor driven over 
some rough ground to study the effect of 
the air suspension under such conditions. 
Motion at the rear was found to be 
smooth, with nothing like the normal 
amount of pitching experienced with a 
short-wheelbase forward-control tractor 
unit. The steel semi-elliptic front springs 
gave a decidedly harsher ride, accentuated 
by the absence of dampers at the axle. 

Even under exaggerated cornering con- 
ditions, the tank, whether laden or 
unladen, was perfectly stable, whilst the 
outfit rode smoothly over varying road 
surfaces. 

Fast cornering on roundabouts showed 
that the tractor unit tended to lean more 
thar the semi-trailer. The probable 
reason is that the semi-trailer axle is 
rigidly bolted to its trailing arms, 
whereas the tractor axle is _ rubber- 
mounted to the off-side arm to allow a 
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limited amount of roll without over- 
Stressing the axle case or the trailing 
arms, the mounting at the near side of 
the axle being rigid for torque-reaction 
purposes. 

The behaviour of one of the levelling 
valves on the tractor became a little 
erratic half-way through the test, with 
the result that when unloading the tank 
the bellows pressure was not reduced. 
This defect cured itself later in the day. 
The air-suspension units seem to be satis- 
factory, although the application is 
virtually experimental, but further design 
work on the levelling valves and delay- 
period settings needs to be done. 

Smooth riding is maintained irrespec- 
tive of whether a load is being carried 
or not, with obvious benefits. The level 
of the tank remains almost constant, 
irrespective of the amount of load or its 
distribution; the overall 
height of the complete 
vehicle should not vary 
more than an inch. More- 
over, coupling and un- 
coupling are simplified 
because there is no need 
to allow for an increase 
in tractor _ fifth-wheel 
height when drawing 
away from beneath the 
semi-trailer. 

As might be expected 
in view of the low front- 
axle loading, the steering

was pleasantly light without being vague. 
and despite its small size the engine pulls 
well, the matched spread of gearbox 
ratios enhancing acceleration and making 
it possible to keep up high average trip 
speed. 

Brake Sensitivity 


The brakes are fully proportional to 
pedal travel and a conventional brake 
pedal, instead of a treadle type, is 
employed, thus retaining full sensitivity 
in the system. The Homalloy cab gave 
good forward visibility, whilst the low 
engine cowl tended to create an added 
air of spaciousness. 

This test highlights the_-advantages that 
can be derived from intelligent use of air 
suspension, particularly with articulated 
units. It shows that either a smaller 
tractor (with smaller engine) can be used 
for hauling 4,000-gal. payloads because 
of the vehicle weight saved, or much 
more than 4,000 gal. could be carried by 
an eight-wheeled articulated outfit. 

Weight saving in the tractor alone, for 
instance, is just over | cwt., principally 
because the steel rear springs of the 
standard vehicle together weigh over 
5 cwt. Less fuel is used for the same 
payload, the first cost and annual tax are 
lower, and chassis, body and spring life 
are longer.

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N setting out the pros and cons of trailers and semi- 
trailers, as most operators and we in British Road 
Services have found them, it is only fair to say that the 
justification for the employment of drawbar trailers has 
always been a matter for close consideration on grounds 
of economy, and amendments to statutory regulations in 
recent years have not simplified the question. 


In their heyday drawbar trailers were sometimes 
worked with maximum-capacity rigid eight-wheelers, but 
more commonly in combination with 74-ton four-wheelers, 
and in special circumstances with ballasted tractor units. 
The present-day pattern is probably much the same, but the 
scale of operation has decreased. The use of a trailer for 
increasing the payload drawn by one power unit was—and 
in lesser degree remains—attractive, but over the years the 
advantage has tended to be off-set by higher costs, legisla- 
tion and a greater appreciation of the benefits obtainable 
from the use of articulated vehicles. 

Main disadvantages of drawbar trailer operation are: 

(a) Wages and subsistence costs are high because of 
the legal requirement for an attendant in addition to the 
driver. With the passage of time these costs have risen

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within its turn-round time, whilst the trailer is left at the 
terminal depot for the transhipment of the small consign- 
ments to local vehicles for delivery, and then reloaded for 
the return journey. 

On certain trunk services, it is economic to attach a 
drawbar trailer to a rigid vehicle for only part of a journey, 
although problems arise in connection with the full employ- 
ment of the second man. For example, a vehicle could 
leave Manchester with a load for Southampton and a 
trailer load for Oxford; the trailer would be left at Oxford 
and reloaded for Manchester in time to be picked up by 
the trunk vehicle on its return journey from Southampton. 
The advantages to be gained are wholly dependent on the 
traffic characteristics of individual services, in particular 
the volume and type of load available at each end of the 
journey and at the intermediate point. 


* 


HE subject of semi-trailers automatically introduces the 

system of articulation. This*is, of course, by no means 
new to the road haulage industry, but the design and 
potentialities of articulated vehicles have developed greatly 
in recent years. This does not mean that articulation cures 
every operational ailment. At all times the vital need for 
any operator is to use the right vehicle for the right work 
and to get the maximum ton-miles out of it at the lowest 
cost. In the case of a large organization with a nation-wide 
network of depots, most types of vehicle have their place, 
but the advantages of the articulated outfit with additional 
semi-trailers are substantial. 

It is a truism that a driver and his prime mover can 
be gainfully employed only when the wheels are turning 
and the greater the use of the 24-hour day, the lower the 
ton-mile cost of moving goods from one place to another. 
In the case of the articulated vehicle, the added earning 
capacity for man and vehicle depends on the ability: 

(a) To detach one semi-trailer and pick up another 
with reasonable ease, speed, and safety as a normal 
feature of operation. 

(b) Of the operator to arrange his traffic so that the 
utmost advantage can be obtained, by the use of addi- 
tional semi-trailers, in keeping the driver and his tractive 
unit in profitable employment. 

Thus the primary object of articulation is to free the 
motive unit for employment on other work while the semi- 
trailer is being loaded or unloaded. This advantage is 
particularly real wherever it makes possible a reduction in 
the total number of power units required to handle a given 
quantity of traffic. Articulation offers other important 
benefits which will be described later. 


* 


B ROADLY speaking, it is possible to obtain articulated 
vehicles with carrying capacities roughly equivalent to 
those of the various types of “ rigid ” in common use. The 
availability of these alternatives emphasizes the need for 
operators to select the right vehicle for the right work. 
3-TONNER: In certain cases, where collection and delivery 
rounds are confined to relatively small areas, such as inner- 
urban or city limits, it is sometimes desirable for drivers 
to load their own vehicles at their depot, in which case 
articulation offers no advantage. On the other hand, where 
it is convenient for delivery vehicles to be Joaded by depot 
staff, there is scope for the use of mechanical horses, 
because, while the driver is at work with one semi-trailer, 
another one can be loaded at the depot in readiness for his 
return. Thus, at least two semi-trailer loads can be dealt 
with by one motive unit and one driver during the day. 
8-10-TONNER: Although an 8-ton solo or an 8-ton 
articulated vehicle is appropriate to particular circum- 
stances, the greater potential of vehicles of a slightly higher 
E18 
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carrying capacity—the four-wheeled rigid vehicle with a 
payload of about 9} tons and the 10-ton articulated outfit— 
usually justifies any marginal increase in cost. The 94-ton 
“rigid” is extremely useful where speedy door-to-door 
transport is required, as in the case of perishable traffics, for 
operation in agricultural areas, and for medium-distance 
tramping journeys where there is no regular flow of traffic 
between two given points. 

The articulated outfit has, however, many advantages 
where there is a regular flow of traffic between two points, 
and a good example is where such points are 100 miles 
apart. A shuttle service is then possible; by having loaded 
semi-trailers available at each end, a driver can do the 
round trip in a day’s tour of duty. With rigid vehicles 
such an operation in its simplest form requires two power 
units, whereas, with articulation, only one unit and three 
semi-trailers are needed. There is a pitfall here which | 
will refer to later. : 

The “artic” is eminently suitable for operating between 
depots where multiple consignments have to be transhipped 
and sorted for redelivery. While this working is proceeding 
only the semi-trailer is inactive, as the motive unit is 
available for either taking a pre-loaded semi-trailer to the 
distant terminal depot or carrying out local work. 


* 


AVING stressed the need to keep articulated vehicles 

on work which calls for the interchange of semi- 
trailers, it must not be overlooked that the 10-ton “ artic,” 
with its platform length of 24 ft. to 26 ft., can be the more 
profitable vehicle for carrying bulky traffic, even on ad hoc 
tramp journeys. 
15-164-TONNERS: The rigid vehicle referred to in this 
category is the maximum-capacity single-drive eight-wheeler 
with a platform length of 24 ft. and a permitted gross 
weight of 24 tons. The eight-wheeler is highly popular as a 
long- or medium-distance general-haulage vehicle. 

The principal reason for its popularity is probably that 
the payload normally carried has been found to constitute 
a satisfactory unit in normal general haulage. At about 
2.5 to 1 the ratio of carrying capacity to unladen weight is 
better than for other heavy vehicles; its fuel cost per pay- 
load ton-mile is relatively low; and it is a simple and 
reliable vehicle to operate. Its road performance under 
most conditions has been fully proved. 

The rigid eight-wheeler carries the heaviest payload of 
any general-haulage vehicle and until fairly recently was 
usually considered to be the most suitable type for long- 
and medium-distance journeys, particularly on trunk 
services. This claim is now challenged by the recently 
developed maximum-capacity articulated vehicle with 
quick-release coupling. There is every indication that 
where there is a regular flow of traffic between two points, 
the greater flexibility offered by the quick interchange of 
semi-trailers will more than offset certain deficiencies com- 
pared with the rigid eight-wheeler. 

It is probable, however, that the rigid eight-wheeler’ will 
continue to be the most popular type for non-regular and 
tramping work. 

* 
NECESSARY adjunct to general haulage work is the 
ability to provide facilities for the movement of special 
types of traffic, such as grain, liquids and pulverulents in 
bulk, and indivisible loads of exceptional length. Certain 
of these traffics arise seasonally and in other cases the 
requirenfent for a special type of vehicle is spasmodic. 

It is usually uneconomic to construct special vehicles for 
this work if the nature of the demand by customers means 
that they must stand idle for varying periods of time during 
the year and/or the possibilities of backloading are limited.

These are additional reasons for the use of semi-trailers, 
certainly in a large organization which is called upon to 
handle all types of traffic. 

When the need arises for the movement of a particular 
traffic, the appropriate semi-trailer is coupled to a motive 
unit which is normally used for general haulage. It is 
appreciated that the special semi-trailers will be inactive 
for various periods, but the cost involved is small compared 
with that of an inactive rigid vehicle and there is com- 
pensation in the extra work which the semi-trailers attract. 

A fairly recent development in the use of semi-trailers 
is in connection with the movement of traffic overseas. It 
has long been possible to ship loaded rigid vehicles, but 
shipping space is costly, and there are the factors of loss 
of use of power units and cost of wages and expenses. 

The availability of the “ roll-on, roll-off” type of vessel 
makes it possible to shuttle semi-trailers by road to and 
from suitably equipped ports between which they can travel 
without incurring the expenses mentioned. There is pro- 
vided also by this use of articulation a degree of flexibility 
which offers many advantages to certain traffics over 
conventional methods of transport. 


* 
teagan of the operational advantages to be gained 
from articulation have been described. There can be 
many variations to the main themes mentioned, but there 
are also other worthy features to be noted: 
(a) Better manceuvrability in narrow streets and 
restricted yards, in the hands of an experienced driver, 
as compared with a rigid vehicle of similar capacity. 


(b) In the case of breakdown, the reduction of delay by 
replacing the motive unit instead of transhipping the load 
aS necessary in the case of a rigid vehicle. 

(c) The possibility of arranging regular change-over 
points in the case of balanced services running to 
schedule, where semi-trailers are changed over, with 
consequential savings in drivers’ subsistence allowance 
and other advantages because of the lesser number of 
hands through which the tractor unit must pass. 

I referred earlier to a pitfall in connection with the 
operation of a shuttle service. In reducing the number of 
tractive units on the main haul, strict regard must be had 
to the number of motive units in operation at the terminal 
depots. 

Attractive though it may be for one tractor to shuttle 
semi-trailers between two points where two rigid vehicles 
had previously been used, the benefit will be vitiated if the 
numbers of motive units and semi-trailers employed at the 
terminal points are out of correct proportion to those of 
the trunking vehicles. If the cost of all the motive units 
and semi-trailers required to handle a given quantity of 
traffic exceeds the cost of the rigid vehicles needed, the 
main benefit of articulation will not be obtained. 


I do not suggest that this article has been exhaustive in 
specifying the use of trailers and semi-trailers, but I have 
attempted to set out in broad outline the gréat possibilities 
which the equipment offers in fulfilling the haulier’s main 
requirement—to carry the maximum amount of tonnage 
with the minimum number of vehicles and to achieve the 
optimum degree of elasticity in operation.

Additional costing problems are intro- 
duced when operating conditions are such that 
spare trailers can be used to advantage. 

With the reservation that any such comparison 
of cost must be considered in the light of each 
user’s own traffic requirements, I will analyse the 
operating costs of 3-ton and 10-ton “ artics,” fol- 
lowed by 8-ton and 16-ton “ rigids,” with or with- 
out drawbar trailers. These are the types considered 
by Mr. Harold Elliott in his article on pages 
174-177. Standard platform bodies are assumed 
throughout. 

With an unladen weight of 3} tons, the annual 
licence duty on the petrol-engined 3-ton “artic” 
would be £38 15s., or 15s. 6d. per week. Wages 
will be reckoned at £8 19s., in accordance with 
R.H.(64) Grade I scales, and inclusive of appro- 
priate allowances for holidays with pay and 
insurance contributions. Rent and rates are assessed at 10s. 
per week. With an annual premium of £24, vehicle insurance 
will amount to 9s. 7d. per week, whilst interest charged at 
3 per cent. on an initial outlay of £1,200 would be 14s. 5d. 
per week. These five items of standing costs total £11 8s. 6d. 
per week. 

Any estimate of average fuel consumption for this class 
of vehicle must be especially arbitrary, as conditions of 
operation can vary so widely. I will assume a figure of 
11 m.p.g., increased by 10 per cent. to allow for low-mileage 
working. Where fuel was purchased in bulk at 3s. 9d. per 
gallon a fuel cost per mile of 4.50d. would result. Lubricants 
are reckoned at 0.28d. a mile. 


Residual Value 

With a set of tyres costing around £120 for the outfit and 
an estimated mileage life of 30,000, tyre cost per mile would 
be 0.96d.-. Maintenance adds a further 2.40d. per mile. After 
allowing for the cost of the original set of tyres and the 
ultimate residual value, the balance to be written off will 
amount to around £950. Assuming a mileage life of 125,000, 
depreciation cost per mile would be 1.82d., but to-allow for 
low-mileage working I will increase it to 2d. The total running 
cost per mile is 10.14d. At an average of 200 miles per 
week, the total operating cost per week would be £19 18s., 
or 23.85d. per mile. 

Having an unladen weight of 4 tons 13 cwt., the 10-ton 
“artic.” oiler will carry an annual licence duty of £65, or 
£1 6s. per week. Wages will become £9 6s. 3d. per week, 
again in accordance with R.H.(64). Rent and rates will also 
be slightly higher at 13s. per week, relative to the increased

gallon of 3s. 10d., fuel cost per mile would be 3.83d. Lubri- 
cants are reckoned at a further 0.27d. With an estimated 
mileage life per set of 30,000, tyre cost per mile is reckoned 
at 2.38d. and maintenance adds a further 1.99d. 

After allowing for the cost of the original set of tyres and 
the estimated residual value, depreciation is calculated at 3.25d. 
per mile. Total running cost is, therefore, 11.72d. per mile. 
Added to the standing cost, this gives a total operating cost per 
mile of 16.07d., or £53 11s. for an 800-mile week. 


Wider Range 

Following the amendment of the Motor Vehicles (Construction 
and Use) Regulations to permit the operation of four-wheeled 
vehicles with a gross laden weight of 14 tons, there is now a 
wider range of this class of vehicle suitable for drawbar-trailer 
work. The example I have chosen permits a load of 8 tons 
when operated solo and has an initial cost of £3,030. With an 
unladen weight of 44-44 tons, the annual licence duty will be 
£60, or £1 4s. per week. Wages, while the vehicle is operating 
solo, again amount to £9 6s. 3d. per week. Rent and rates are 
reckoned at Ils. and insurance slightly less, on account of the 
lower carrying capacity, at £1 Os. 4d. per week. Interest on the 
original outlay would amount to £1 12s., making a total weekly 
standing cost of £13 13s. 7d. 

Assuming the same average weekly mileage of 800, fuel cost 
per mile will be assessed at 3.54d., based on a consumption rate 
of 13 m.p.g. Lubricants will add 0.26d. per mile. With a set 
of tyres costing around £250 and giving a life of 30,000 miles, 
tyre cost per mile will amount to 2d. Maintenance is assessed 
at 2.28d. per mile.

price remaining to be depreciated will be £2,430, with a resulting 
depreciation cost per mile of 3.90d. Total running cost per 
mile thus becomes 11.98d. With an average weekly mileage of 
800, total operating cost per mile for this four-wheeled oiler 
would be 16.08d., making the total cost for the week £53 12s. 

The largest of the four vehicles under consideration—the 
16-ton eight-wheeler—is assumed to have an unladen weight 
of 74 tons and an annual licence duty of £120, or £2 8s. per 
week. Incidentally, as with all previous calculations of stand- 
ing costs, a 50-week year is assumed, to allow for two non- 
revenue-earning weeks when the vehicle may be off the road 
for major overhaul. 

Wages will amount to £9 19s. 10d., being in the category 
of 15-18 tons carrying capacity. Rent and rates are assessed 
at 13s. per week, whilst vehicle insurance costs £2 4s. a week. 
With an initial price of around £4,890, the interest charge 
amounts to £2 18s. 8d., making the total for the five items of 
standing costs £18 3s. 6d. 

Assuming the weekly mileage is again 800 and the rate of 
fuel consumption averages 9 m.p.g.. the cost per mile for this 
item will be 5.11d. Lubricants are assessed at 0.28d. and tyres 
at 5.12d. per mile. Maintenance is reckoned at 2.38d. and 
depreciation (based on a vehicle life of 250,000 miles) at 
3.57d. per mile. -Total running costs per mile are, therefore, 
16.46d., which, when added to the standing cost, gives a total 
operating cost per mile of 22.33d. The total operating cost 
for an 800-mile week is £74 9s. 


Additional Outlay 

I will assume that a similar type of drawbar trailer is used 
behind both the four- and eight-wheeler. The additional 
licence duty payable for drawing a trailer varies in accord- 
ance with the unladen weight of the prime mover. Up to 
24 tons the annual duty is £10 and over that weight and 
up to 4 tons, £15. Where the unladen weight exceeds 4 tons, 
the annual duty payable is £20, which applies to both the 
examples given here. The additional weekly cost of licence 
duty for the trailer would, therefore, be 8s. 

In accordance with Section 17 of the Road Traffic Act, 1930, 
a mate must be carried in both cases, as the unladen weight 
of the trailer exceeds a ton. The basic wage for a 44-hour 
week for an adult mate as prescribed by R.H.(64) is £7 18s. 

In addition to making allowances for insurance contributions 
and holidays with pay, this amount will have to be increased 
when estimating trailer costs because of the higher category 
of wage rate to which the driver will be entitled when drawing 
a trailer. The total figure for wages to be debited to the trailer 
will be assessed at £9 4s., whilst rent and rates are reckoned 
at 9s. 6d. Insurance is calculated at 4s. 4d. and interest at 
10s. 10d. per week. Total standing costs for the drawbar 
trailer are £10 16s. 8d. 

Fuel cost per mile is assessed on the basis of the difference 
in the rates of consumption as between the vehicle operating 
solo and when it is drawing a trailer, and is reckoned in this 
instance to be 1.28d. Lubricants are nominally assessed at 
0.13d. per mile, whilst tyres are estimated to cost 1.36d. 
Maintenance is calculated at 0.53d. per mile and depreciation 
at 0.64d., making the total running cost per mile 3.94¢c. Total 
Operating cost per mile is thus 7.19d., and the cost per week 
£23 18s.

Total operating costs when running 800 miles per week are 
8-tonner solo, £53 12s.; with trailer (total 16 tons), £77 10s. 
16-tonner solo, £74 9s.; with trailer (total 24 tons), £98 7s. 

As stated earlier, the traffic characteristics peculiar tc 
individual operators may well have a major effect on trailer 
policy. Direct comparison of costs as given here would 
therefore, not necessarily be valid in any particular instance 
It will, however, be noted that a few weeks of seasonal slack- 
ness per year (when only the four-wheeler operating solo 
might be needed) could well cancel out the difference in cost 
as between the rigid eight-wheeler and the four-wheeler with 
drawbar trailer. Alternatively, the additional £3 1s. per week 
could provide approximately 25 per cent. to 334 per cent. 
more platform space. 


Triangular Runs 

In addition to the advantage of flexibility to deal with 
seasonal fluctuations, another opportunity for the economic 
use of the drawbar trailer occurs, for example, in triangular 
runs where the additional carrying capacity is required on only 
one section. Such opportunities may well increase as the 
result of the tendency towards industrial grouping. Thus, a 
reader recently cited an instance in which an 8-ton load was 
regularly carried 150 miles from A to B, followed by a 14-ton 
load from B to C and return, a matter of 60 miles, after which 
the solo vehicle was returned to base at A. 

A query sometimes raised by readers regarding the costing 
of trailer operation concerns the use of additional semi-trailers. 
Running briefly through the 10 items of operating costs, licence 
duty is not, of course, payable on extra semi-trailers, nor are 
additional wages incurred. In most cases garage accommoda- 
tion would probably not be provided for spare semi-trailers, 
but I will assume, in this instance, a nominal amount of 5s. 
per week. Similarly, insurance may provide only restricted 
cover, such as fire and theft, and will be assessed at 2s. per 
week. Where the initial cost was £800, interest per week 
would amount to 9s. 7d., giving a total of 16s. 7d. for these 
three items of standing costs. 


Equate Mileage 

Where two or more semi-trailers are operated with one 
tractor unit the total mileage of all semi-trailers should equate 
to that of the tractor. If, therefore, all five items of running 
cost are charged to the first semi-trailer, as would be the case 
if no spares were operated, the only remaining items of 
running costs to be charged to each spare semi-trailer would 
be depreciation and, possibly, some maintenance. 

If the expected trailer life were 250,000 miles and the sum 
to be written off amounted to £500, the depreciation cost per 
mile would be 0.48d. Although, theoretically, the full main- 
tenance cost relative to the total mileage of all semi-trailers 
may have been charged to the first, a small addition, 
appropriate to individual circumstances, should be made for 
each additional semi-trailer. This extra cost will be occasioned, 
irrespective of mileage, by coupling and uncoupling, for 
example. Alternatively, particularly where covered accommo- 
dation is not available, maintenance may have to be under- 
taken to prevent deterioration during periods of non-use. 
These could be long if the operator were engaged on seasonal 
work S.B.

HE introduction of a system of two-way 
radio control has enabled the famous Bath 
engineering concern of Stothert and Pitt, 
Ltd., to obtain greatly improved use from their 
inter-works road transport fleet than was possible. 
under the former system which was largely based 
Installed nearly 
four years ago, the radio telephone has proved 
itself an invaluable tool of transport manage- 


on telephone communications. 


ment. 


During my talk with the company’s transport 
controller, Mr. A. B. Kinloch, A.M.I.M.L, I saw 
several instances of the speed and flexibility with 
which decisions on vehicle deployment could be 
made and implemented by means of radio. 


Stothert and Pitt’s products are 
known the world over. There must 
be many people in distant lands who 
know the name “ Bath” not as a spa 
or a showplace of Georgian architec- 





ture, but as the city where the rows 
of huge cranes on the local docks were 
built. 

Besides cranes, the company manu- 
facture a wide range of other 
engineering products, including deck 
machinery, contractors’ plant, such as 


mixers, excavators and _ vibrating 
rollers for compacting road-beds, and 
many types of pump, some of which 
are fitted to special-purpose road 
tankers for the discharge of liquid or 
powdered loads. 

The company, believing their busi- 
ness to be engineering, have set their 
face against engaging in general road 
haulage on their own account. For 
this reason, they rely entirely on hired 
road transport or rail for the delivery 
of their products to home users or 
to the docks for export. 

They also find it economic to make 
use, for certain routine work, of out- 
side vehicles hired on contract-A 
licence. Under this heading come the 
Austin 5-tonner operated on scheduled 
service to and from railhead, and the 


two Bedford tippers permanently 
E26 ; 
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employed on the clearance of furnace 
slag and ashes and for the transport 
of swarf and other scrap material. 

Inter-works transport is in an 
entirely different category, and, 
especially in a large engineering 
organization of this kind, should be 
treated as an integral part of the works 
production system. 

Since their foundation in 1820, the 
company have been steadily expanding 
in the western half of the city and now 
occupy five separate works, Newark, 
Victoria, Avonbank, Weston. Island 
and Bellotts Road. Broadly speaking, 
the main erecting shops are at the 
Newark Works, and the fabricating 
and machine shops are at Victoria and 
Avonbank. 

At Weston Island, fabricated assem- 
blies are held in store. This works is 
also the centre for mixer assembly. 
The assembly of vibrating rollers is 
carried on at Bellotts Road. The fac- 
tory of an associated company at 
Bitton, a village a few miles trom Bath, 
occasionally comes within the orbit of 
inter-works transport, but for the most

part movements are between the five 
works named. 

Most of this inter-works operation 
takes place over public roads carrying 
heavy general traffic. A_ peculiar 
feature of Stothert and Pitt’s work is 
the, high proportion of over-width or 
over-length loads requiring police 
sanction for their movement by road. 

The other problems are those with 
which most factory internal transport 
departments are familiar — restricted 
entrances, loading and _ unloading 
bottlenecks, short-notice changes in 
departmental transport requirements, 
and, in general, the long succession of 
minor crises which are seemingly 
inseparable from this kind of transport 
operation. : 

Since the war the company have 
built up a fleet of articulated and rigid 
vehicles of varying capacities. For the 
heavier work, they use either an ex- 
W.D. Chevrolet tractor, converted 
from four-wheel to two-wheel drive 
and fitted with a Bedford petrol 
engine, or a Fordson Major agricul- 
tural ‘tractor. 
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These units are operated in conjunc- 
tion with four four-wheeled trailers. 
To carry loads up to 10 tons, the trans- 
port department has on call four 
Scammell Scarab mechanical horses 
with six Scammell platform semi- 
trailers, four of which are 18 ft. long 
and two 22 ft. long. 

Rigid vehicles include two Thames 
platform lorries, a 5-tonner and a 
3-tonner, for mixed loads, an Austin 
25-cwt. van normally run on a 
scheduled inter-works parcels service, 
and three Austin pick-ups for general 
duties. 

Within the various works areas three 
Fordson tractotfs are engaged on 
special duties. One is operated with 
a semi-trailer for hauling finished pro- 
ducts from the shops to the rail 
wagons in the siding. Another is used 
at the Victoria works for shunting rail 
wagons and a third is employed for 
towing vibrating rollers over the test 
bed.

Famous Engineers Find 
Trailers and Semi-trailers 
Valuable for Short Hauls 


Although the fleet is a mixed bag, 
all the vehicles are uniformly well 
turned-out in a distinctive livery of 
light green. True to their policy of 
limiting their transport commitments, 
the company entrust vehicle main- 
tenance and repair to local overhaul 
concerns, although the drivers are 
responsible for routine servicing.

Effective use of inter-works transport depends 
upon close centralized control by an official or 
officials with the experience and the authority to 
determine priorities and to allocate vehicles to 
appropriate duties. In order to establish closer 
fleet control, Stothert and Pitt decided in 1954 to 
instal a V.H.F. radio telephone system. At the 
same time, Mr. Kinloch was appointed to the 
post of transport controller. 

The fixed radio station and the vehicle installa- 
tions were all supplied by Pye Telecommuni- 
cations, Ltd., Cambridge, the fixed station being 
set up at the Newark Works. Microphones were 
fitted in the first vehicles to be brought into the 
system, but on the rest of the radio-controlled

fleet hand-microphone sets were 
installed. 

Hand microphones give clearer 
transmission and are more trouble- 
free in Operation than microphones. 
Aerials are hinged and swept back 
overt the roof of the cab to clear a 
low bridge at one of the works. 

It was a Saturday morning when I 
went to call on Mr. Kinloch, and, 
because his assistant was off duty, he 
was himself in charge of the fixed 
station, the hub of the control system. 
It was a splendid opportunity to watch 
the system in actual operation, and 
most of our discussion was punctuated 
by rapid exchanges on the radio 
between Mr. Kinloch and the drivers, 
not to mention a constant stream of 
telephone calls from the various pro- 
duction departments with requests for 
transport. 

Two incidents served to demonstrate 
the practical benefits of radio control.

One concerned the movement of a 
large crane sub-assembly, a truck top 
and pin-rack, from the Newton Fields 
storage area to Newark Works, where 
it would be needed for a week-end 
shift, working to meet a delivery date. 
When the mobile crane at Newton 
Fields had placed the load on to the 
vehicle, its driver immediately called 
Mr. Kinloch, gave him the width of 
the load and advised that he was all 
ready to move off. 

Thereupon the traffic controller 
telephoned the appropriate department 
of the Bath City Police, provided 
details of the nature of the load and 
the route, and was given immediate 
clearance. Within three minutes of 
receipt of the first radio call from the 
driver, Mr. Kinloch had called him up 
and given him the “ go ahead.” 

Warm tribute was paid to the 
co-operation received from the local 
police, who recognize that Stothert 
and Pitt's drivers are experts in trans- 
porting these awkward loads. Nor- 
mally, as in the instance quoted, the 
loads are allowed to move unescorted, 
but a police escort is welcomed when 
a really outsize piece has to be hauled. 

The second incident involved one 
of the drivers who had been taken ill 
suddenly. He called the controller 
and told him what had happened. The 
sick man’s vehicle was at that moment 
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being unloaded by a works crane, and 
he had arranged that it should be 
moved out of the way by another 
driver when its load was cleared. 

This action, I gathered, was typical 
of the responsible attitude to their 
work adopted by these men, most of 
whom have been driving for the com- 
pany for many years. Following this 
hitch in the morning’s planning, Mr. 
Kinloch had to get busy calling up 
drivers and_ re-arranging work 
schedules so that the invalid’s more 
urgent assignments could be covered. 

These adjustments were made 
rapidly and directly, with no possibility 
of misunderstanding arising. I hesi- 
tated to think what the results would 
have been if the situation had had to 
be sorted out by telephone, with 
nessages being passed through third 
parties. 

Incidentally, this little contretemps 
highlighted once again the value of 
the articulated vehicle on this type of 
short-haul work. Knowing that two 
of the Scammeil outfits were due to 
be delivering goods at the same works, 
Mr. Kinloch called up both drivers in 
turn and told one man to drop off 
his semi-trailer as soon as he arrived, 
leaving the other driver to do the 
necessary shunting. The man thus 
freed was ordered to take his tractor 
unit off to pick up the sick driver’s 
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trailer and to carry on with the latter’s 
work. 

Full advantage is taken of the 
flexibility of the tractor-semi-trailer 
outfit on a regular shuttle service 
between the main structural shop and 
the Newton Fields stores. Working 
with two- semi-trailers, one of the 
Scammell Scarabs is kept almost 
constantly on the move. 

There are limits to the extent to 
which this policy can be adopted, prin- 
cipally because of the restricted nature 
of some of the loading bays. This 
makes it impracticable to leave a semi- 
trailer standing in the bay to await 
picking-up by a tractor. Within the 
limits, however, tractors and trailers 
are “juggled” in the interests of 
operating economy. 

In their native city Stothert and Pitt 
enjoy a high reputation, and the radio 
telephone system makes its own small 
but valuable contribution to the good 
relations between the company and 
the local public. All the drivers have 
instructions to report immediately to 
Mr. Kinloch the details of any road 
accident they may witness, and the 
traffic controller thereupon makes the 
necessary 999 call. The speed with 
which assistance is summoned by this 
means is symptomatic of the efficiency 
of this well-proven transport com- 
munications system. 





New Light-alloy 


ITH a capacity of 1,000 cu. ft. each, 
two new 15-16-ton bulk grain trans- 
porter semi-trailers have been supplied by 
Carrimore Six Wheelers, Ltd., Finchley, 
London, N.12, to British Road Services. 
They can be readily adapted for use with 
any of the makes of tractor in the B.R.S. 
fleet. 

Light alloys have been incorporated in 
the construction wherever possible. The 
chassis frame is built up from alloy 
channel and angle sections, and is 
integral with the body. The two main 
channel members extend the whole length 
of the body and are placed on the outside. 
There are three cross-members of the 
same section at the front and four at the 
rear. 

A mild-steel rubbing plate 
with S.A.E./S.M.M.T. king- 
pin, braced by steel members, 
is bolted to the front of the 
frame. All cross-members 
and longitudinal members 
are gusseted with light-alloy 
plates and are bolted up. 

The tandem-axle bogie 
assembly has a heavy-duty 
semi-elliptic spring on each

side and two centrally placed pivot 
brackets attached to the main frame. The 
two axles are located at the ends of the 
springs and the assembly includes four 


universally mounted radius arms _ to 
control axle movement and absorb brake 
torque 

All four brake assemblies are of 


Girling two-leading-shoe type, actuated 
by a two-pipe line pressure system with 
emergency relay valve and air reservoir. 
Brake dimensions are 154 in. by 5 in. 
wide. The parking brake is a _ hand- 
wheel-operated screw type. Tyres on the 
twin wheels are 9.00-20 (12-ply). 

Light alloy is also used in the fabrica- 
tion of the vertical-lift screw-operated 









jockey wheels, the legs of which are 
braced diagonally and longitudinally. 

Light-alloy sections and plating are 
used for the body, which is 24 ft. 6 in. 
long and 7 ft. 14 in. wide. The outer 
upright framing material is of special top- 
hat section, with heavy angles for the 
corner posts. All side panels are riveted 
to the upright members and bolted to the 
main chassis members. 

The underside of the body is in the 
form of a hopper and the roof is framed 
with top-hat sections, cambered and 
covered in light-alloy sheeting. There are 
three rectangular apertures in the roof 
and two outlets, closed by light-alloy 


plates, in the bottom of the hopper. Two 
full-length catwalks on the roof are 
reached by means of a tubular ladder.

The general manager, Mr. R. F. Bushrod, took the view 
that there was nothing in the claims which could not be resolved 
at a meeting. Reasonably enough, both sides agreed to 
discussions after the station was declared open. 


Wreckers 
T looks as though a team of vigilantes is needed not only to 
protect vehicles and their loads from theft, but from malicious 
damage as well. Lorries belonging to Mr. Wilfrid Wright, of 
Marehay, Derbyshire, a member of the East Midland Area of 
the Road Haulage Association, and to other hauliers have been 
systematically damaged on Mr. Wright’s parking ground. 
Nuts and bolts have been loosened, wheels partly unscrewed, 
engines tampered with, fuel tanks holed, tyres deflated, brake 
fluid drained, door handles smashed and matches dropped into 
fuel tanks. This sabotage is thought to be the work of a 
local gang. It is a great pity that birching was ever abandoned.

The trip involved two 
crossings of the Western Ghats, but the 
most difficult sector was the descent to 
the power house at Pophali; this 11-mile 
Stretch has hairpin bends at intervals of 
about 50 yd. The new equipment will 
allow much larger loads to be moved.

Loser Takes All 


- NOCK knees and a squint might seem dis- 
advantageous in a _ barmaid,” said Maggie’s 


brother Cromwell, * but Charmian here turns 
them into assets.” 

“They must help her to keep the wolf from the door,” I 
agreed. 

‘“* Every barmaid has a technique for that,” said Cromwell. 
“I was thinking rather of the increase Charmian brings 
to the turnover of ‘The Ivory Tower.’ First of all, most 
of the people who come in here obviously have in mind 
some serious drinking, with the minimum of distraction. In 
the second place, visitors are inclined to think the beer must 
be very good stuff in a pub where the landlord apparently 
has no need to provide extra attractions.” 

“Your friend Bloggs must reason in the same way,” | 
said, “and perhaps he is right. It takes half an hour to 
find his premises tucked away in a yard right off the main 
road, with not even the name of the firm put up anywhere 
as a guide. It is true that his vehicles carry the slogan 
* Bloggs can take it—estab. 1895,’ but you might imagine 
the words were painted on in that year also. Anybody wish- 
ing to prove whether the boast is true must have a hard 
job getting in touch with the firm. By the time he has 
succeeded, he is conditioned to believe that no firm could 
be established so long and advertise so little unless it pro- 
vides a superlative service.” 

* Bloggs has a somewhat different object in mind at the 
present time,” said Cromwell. “* He has for too long fooled 
himself that the best way to run a transport business is 
to get plenty of traffic at good rates. He has been doing 
that for some time (although he has some reservations 
about the rates), but it seems to get him nowhere.” 

“Very few hauliers will admit to making a profit,” I 
said. “So that I will continue to believe that Bloggs is 
doing well, even if he proves he is working at a loss.” 


Losses are Good Business 

“ That is exactly his point,” said Cromwell. ‘He has 
seen the benefits to be derived from losing money. He 
remembers the situation 25 years ago, when his licence was 
fresh from the mint. He had great plans and was full of 
confidence, because his main rival was a shabby concern 
that had seen better days and was on the way out.” 

“You could almost say that it had knock knees and a 
squint,” I said. 

* Precisely,” said Cromwell. ‘As the years went by, 
Bloggs saw his competitor going more and more down- 
hill. Then the competitor was nationalized, which only 
made matters worse. Bloggs worked the harder for he 
thought that his rival might soon go out of business. Much 
to his dismay, he now sees that rival spending lavishly on 
an improvement scheme, making losses that are immediately 
mopped up by a public loan, and adding insult to injury 
by undercutting Bloggs’ rates, depriving ,him of traffic he 
had had so long that he regarded it as his property.” 

““So Bloggs does not like competition,” I said. 

“* Competition’ is another word about which Bloggs 
has reservations,” said Cromwell. “‘ However, he is always 
ready to learn. He has shouted louder than anybody else 
about the tough, resilient haulier, who asks nothing beyond 
the opportunity to make a living. Now he sees that he 
should be more subtle. The way to success in transport 
stems to be by incurring a loss—the bigger the better.” 


“T don’t doubt for one moment that Bloggs can easily 
£32 


provide figures to prove that he is operating below cost,” 
I said. ‘In which case he can no doubt claim that he 
must Have a subsidy if he is to remain in business. Unfortu- 
nately, there seems nobody to whom he can put his claim.” 

“Then why do you suppose he has been supporting 
the demand for an impartial transport inquiry?” said 
Cromwell. ‘He hopes to be first in the queue to give 
evidence. And he has never been one to complain that 
road users suffer from too many laws. The only fault 
he has to find is that the laws are of the wrong kind and 
have not been framed with his interests in mind.” 

“What legislation is Bloggs hoping to persuade an 
impartial inquiry to advocate?” I asked. 

“It should be obvious,” said Cromwell.  “ What 
Parliament have done for the railways they should in 
equity also do for Bloggs. In their next gobbet of trans- 
port law they should include a clause making it compulsory 
for him to submit an annual report and accounts to the 
Minister of Transport. Bloggs will then get himself 
regularly debated in Parliament, and need do no more 
than follow the technique that has already proved effective. 
As soon as he can show a deficit he is a made man. He 
will have the Chancellor reaching for his cheque book, and 
the Opposition urging him to make it a bit more.” 

“It ali sounds reasonable,” | said, “ but Bloggs still 
has to get the Tribunal to make the initial recommenda- 
tions on his behalf.” 


Self-supporting Subsidy 


“He is already preparing the ammunition,” said 
Cromwell. “ For one thing, he maintains that his subsidy, 
unlike the railways’, will be self-supporting and will not 
cost the nation a thing. He will point out to the Tribunal 
that he uses fuel that is heavily taxed. The tax will more 
than pay the modest subsidy sufficient to keep Bloggs in 
comfort, so that the Chancellor will make a profit.” 

“It's a pity,” I said, “that Bloggs can’t make his 
eloquence available to the railways. There has been some 
bitter comment lately by hauliers about railway rate- 
cutting. The argument is that, as the railways incur an 
enormous loss in any case, they are not justified in making 
the loss even bigger at the expense of their competitors. 
The sole response from the railways, apparently, is a 
refusal to admit that any of their charges is uneconomic.” 

* Bloggs, of course, whilst agreeing that you are making 
creditable progress in his school of economics, would 
himself go a little further,’ said Cromwell. ‘ He would 
point out, on behalf of the railways, that their rate reduc- 
tions are_a valuable contribution to the national welfare. 
If they save the trader money, he can reduce his prices 
and so help to lower the cost of living. Alternatively, the 
trader's profit goes up and he pays more tax, so that the 
Chancellor is in a better position than ever to keep the 
railways on the dole. Their deficit may also go up, but 
then there is more in the kitty to meet it.” 

“The railways should certainly wake up to the oppor- 
tunities,” I said. ‘* They still talk as though they were 
making a profit like any other depressed industry. For 
instance, when road users grumble at having to pay in 
tax many times the cost of the roads, where the railways 
pay no tax at all, the stock reply is that the railways 
should not be taxed because they have to pay for their 
own track. Which invites the retort that they really pass 
the cost of the track on to the Treasury.”

Heaviest of the new vehicles is the 337 
model, which has a_ 10.8-litre  six- 
cylindered oil engine, the gross power 
output of which is 190 b.h.p., developed 
at 2,200 r.p.m. The torque output is 
448 lb.-ft., produced at 1,300 r.p.m., and 
the drive is taken through a five-speed 
synchromesh gearbox to the new two- 
speed axle. 


This axle, as used in the 337 

models, has ratios of 4.88 and 6.88 
to 1, the reduction being obtained 
through epicyclic gearing. The 
change is effected by air pressure. 
The axle is available also with an 
air-operated differential lock which 
incorporates a free wheel. Air- 
hydraulic braking is employed. 

The chassis-frame side members 
have a maximum depth of 9.8 in. 

In its semi-forward-control version, 

the 337 chassis has a new cab with 

a full-width alligator-type bonnet 
opening through 90° and a small 
internal engine cowl.

A basically similar cab is employed 
on the forward-control model, and 
further standardization between the two 
types has been achieved by using a 
similar radiator grille (which incorporates 
the headlamps).

ULLY effective suspension systems 

for trailers and semi-trailers are 

difficult to design because of the high 
carrying capacity and low’ unladen 
weight. A semi-trailer capable of carry- 
ing a 14-ton payload, for example, may 
weigh little more than 2 tons. The load- 
ing on its single axle will vary from about 
9 tons when fully laden to a ton or less 
when running empty, giving a laden-to- 
unladen weight ratio in the order of 
9 to 1. 

A six-wheeled rigid vehicle to carry the 
same payload weighs about 5 tons 
unladen, giving a ratio of under 4 to 1. 
Thus it is easier to design suspension sys- 
tems that will operate efficiently through- 
out the load range for rigid vehicles than 
it is for trailers and semi-trailers. 


Bouncing Unladen 

The major consideration in designing 
suspension systems for semic-trailers is 
that, even in the best-run organizations, 
units must at times be used unladen. The 
shortcomings of leaf springs then become 
most apparent, for bouncing occurs 
because of the stiffness of the suspension. 

This movement can be transferred not 
only to the tractive unit, causing discom- 
fort to the driver and possible instability 
of the complete outfit, but can damage 
the structure of the semi-trailer or its 
load through constant jarring. Air sus- 
pension is the answer. 

As reduced stress is transferred to the 
chassis and bodywork of an air-sprung 
semi-trailer, these components can be 
made lighter. The suspension units are 
themselves lighter than equivalent leaf 
springs, and these two factors can add up 
to a useful weight saving and a conse- 
quent increase in payload capacity. 

This is demonstrated by the 4,000-gal. 
tanker of which a road-test report appears 
on pages 168-171 of this issue. The use 
of single-axle running gear for a semi- 
trailer of this payload capacity is made 
possible only by the weight saving 
allowed by air suspension. 

The speed with which this novel sus- 
pension medium has been adopted was 
emphasized at the Commercial Motor 
Show last year, where eight trailer manu- 
facturers and two tank manufacturers 
exhibited models equipped with air

(Above) This variation of the longi- 
tudinal pillow layout originating from 
the General Tire and Rubber Co. of 
America and supplied by André is 
used by York for their tandem-axle 
semi-trailers. The shock absorber, 
shown cut away to expose the addi- 
tional rebound rod, is one of four 
employed in this design. 
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suspension. All these had appeared 
during the previous year and the majority 
during the preceding six morths. 

R. A. Dyson and Co., Ltd., were the 
first to produce a marketable air- 
suspended semi-trailer in this country. 
This was a 14-ton platform model with 
a tandem-axle bogie incorporating air 
suspension to the design of the General 
Tire and Rubber Co. of America with 
components supplied by the André 
Rubber Co., Ltd. This system had already 
been manufactured in quantity in its 
country of origin and had proved to be 
satisfactory. 

It employs two 66-in.-long pillows on 
each side of the bogie, roughly in the 
position which the four leaf springs would 
occupy in a conventional layout. The 
two-convolution pillows abut at their top 
ends on a sub-frame suspended from the 
chassis and are bolted at the bottom to 
longitudinal box members. These boxes, 
which are sealed, act as surge tanks for 
the pillows. 
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the supply for the trailer brakes through 
one-way and restrictor valves. This 
ensures that adequate pressure is 
retained for operation of the brakes 
and is the normal practice for all air- 
suspension systems at present manufac- 
tured in this country, although 
compressed-air bottles or an additional 
compressor can be used.

are inclined inwards to improve roll resistance. 


The tubular axles are clamped into 
cradles formed in them, with rubber 
bushes interposed between the axles and 
the surge tanks to prevent the transfer 
of torsional stresses to the boxes as the 
axles move. The axles are restrained 
against braking and acceleration forces by 
triangulated trailing arms held at their 
leading ends in large Silentbloc rubber 
bushes and side thrust is contained by two 
transverse Panhard rods, the eyes of 
which are also rubber-bushed. 

As air bags have little or no self-damp- 
ing action, the provision of adequate 
shock absorbers is most important. In 
the Dyson layout they are telescopic and 
are mounted between the axles. Addi- 
tional rebound rods are fitted to restrain 
the axles from excessive downward 
deflection which might rupture the air 
pillows. 

Air for the suspension is taken from 


Pressure required varies from one lay- 
out to another, but, on the Dyson design, 
the range in the pillows is from 5-10 p.s.i. 
when unladen to 40-50 p.s.i. under full 
load. Delivery of air to the bellows is 
controlled by two valves on each side of 
the bogie. As the load on the bogie is 
increased, the valves open to admit more 
air and thus maintain the platform at a 
constant height. 

As there are two valves, unequal load- 
ing on one side of the bogie results 
in a levelling action, as one pillow will 
receive more air than another. To avoid 
the excessive use of air, because of road 
camber and transient shocks a delaying 
device is built into the levelling valves. 

Dyson semi-trailers with this suspen- 
sion have proved satisfactory in opera- 
tion. Two other manufacturers, the 
Eagle Engineering Co., Ltd., and* the 
York Trailer Co. Ltd, have also 
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adopted the General Tire and Rubber 
design, and the layouts which they offer 
are basically similar to that used by 
Dyson, with detail modifications. 

Employing a similar location for the 
air bags, the Carrimore tandem-axle 
air-suspended bogie is designed on a 
different principle to dispense with the 
long rectangular box-section surge tanks 
which can crack around the axle-location 
points because stresses are transferred 
through the rubber bushes. Originally 
produced with two André 29-in.-long air 
pillows on each side of the bogie, it has 
now been modified to use eight two- 
convolution Dunlop air bellows in the 
interest of reduced cost. 

The four bellows used for each axle

members. The four bellows on each side 
are interconnected by high-pressure 
tubing to obviate the need for separate 
surge tanks, the pair of bellows on each 
axle acting as surge tanks for those on 
the other during inter-axle movement. 

The axles are located by eight leading 
and trailing radius arms and two 
Panhard rods. Although the use of so 
many linkages necessitates 20 bearings, 
rubber bushes for the eyes of all the rods 
eliminate maintenance problems. Four 
telescopic shock absorbers are installed 
and four rebound rods are fitted between 
the air bags. 

Height-control and levelling valves at 
each side of the bogie are operated 
through linkages attached to the upper 
pairs of radius arms. This bogie is 
c35 
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being used in the construction of two 
4,000-gal. frameless tanker semi-trailers. 

One advantage that air suspension can 
offer is missed when the air bags are 
mounted inside the wheels, the position 
taken by leaf springs. This method rules 
out the possibility, with bellows air 
springs, of outrigging them to provide a 
wide spring base to resist roll. 

Hands (Letchworth), Ltd., in-their air- 
suspension design make capital of this 
feature. The single axle of their 10-ton 
semi-trailer is carried on a_ trailing 
A-frame, which is crossed, behind the 
axle, with a box-section cross-member. 
The two André canister-type air springs 
are carried on the ends of the cross- 
member and abut at their upper ends 
on another cross-member extending out- 
side the chassis frame. This places the 
springs in line with the wheel hubs. 

Using Dunlop components, the air- 
suspension design of Thompson Bros. 
(Bilston), Ltd., is similar to the Hands 
layout. In this case two-convolution 
bellows with separate surge tanks are 
used and the axle is carried on a trailing 
H-frame. The British Trailer Co., Ltd., 
also employ outrigged bellows for their 
semi-trailer bus, but they are of the 
three-convolution type. 

Three-convolution Dunlop bellows are 
used also by Dyson for their single-axle 
semi-trailer suspension. Mounted on a 
cross-member carried on the ends of 
trailing, top-hat-section arms, they give 
a frequency of about 102 cycles per 
second in conjunction with 600-cu.-in. 
surge tanks. The section of the trailing 
arms allows them to twist during relative 
wheel movement, relieving their forward 
pivots of much stress. 


Original Thought 

Most original of any of the air- 
suspension systems now available for 
semi-trailers are those produced by 
Taskers of Andover (1932), Ltd., and 
Cranes (Dereham), Ltd. The Taskers 
design utilises a side-by-side axle layout 
with each axle carried on a trailing beam. 
The beams have short cross-pieces welded 
to their forward ends and these are 
clamped in rubber bushes, thus locating 
the beam without the need for additional 
linkages. At the other end of each beam 
a canister air spring is mounted in com- 
pany with two telescopic shock absorbers. 

The axles are attached to each beam 
through bushes which allow them to 
oscillate without transferring torsional 
movement. This design provides a much 
more simple way of locating the axles 
than is achieved with radius arms and 
Panhard rods. 

The Crane design is a derivation of 
their well-known trailing-arm tandem- 
axle bogie, which incorporates leaf 
springs. In place of these springs two 
Firestone two-convolution bellows are 
placed between the trailing end of the 
forward arm and an extension of the 
leading end of the rear arm. The rear 
trailing arms are of box section and are 
connected to the bellows to form surge 
tanks. 

So far, the only drawbar trailer with air 
suspension is a Dyson four-wheeled 8-ton 
c36 
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modé¢l which demonstrates the simplest 
application of the new medium. Both 
axles are carried on trailing radius arms 
with Dunlop air bellows interposed 
between them and the chassis frame. 
Height-control and levelling valves are 
fitted at each side of the rear axle and 
a single similar unit is used at the centre 
of the front axle. 

Although most of the suspension 
systems described have not yet under- 
gone extensive operational service, there 
is every reason to expect that their per- 
formance will be satisfactory. With air 
springs it is possible to predict accurately 
the performance and characteristics of a 
suspension layout, whereas with leaf 
springs the final result must be achieved 
inevitably largely by trial and error. 

The ideal periodicity for semi-trailer 
suspension is considered to be in the 
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region of 90 cycles per minute and the 
different air systems available can 
generally be tailored for any given appli- 
cation to give this result. 

To offset the complications caused by 
air suspension in necessitating additional 
means for axle location, usually by radius 
arms and Panhard rods, the availability 
of rubber bushes for the eyes of these 
units means that no more maintenance 
is required than on a_ conventionally 
sprung design. In fact, most of the 
systems which have been produced do 
not incorporate any greasing points. 

If the claims for longevity which have 
been made for air suspension in America 
are substantiated—and there seems no 
reason why they should not be—its 
increased initial cost could well be offset 
by a reduction in servicing and replace- 
ments.

New Shock-proof Couplings Being Developed 


TRAILER coupling, with shock- 

absorbing characteristics and a fifth- 
wheel mounting incorporating an air 
cushion to relieve excessive shock on the 
king-pin during emergency stops with an 
air-braked tractor, is being developed 
by Rippon Bros., Speke, Liverpool. 

The firm came into existence some five 
years ago as design consultants specializ- 
ing in trailers and semi-trailers. Their 
purpose is to help particularly the smaller 
concerns, whose design staffs are limited, 
to deal with special orders. They work 
in close co-operation with Fox Trailers, 
Ltd., and other manufacturers at home 
and abroad, and have produced a number 
of designs both for special trailers and 
semiyrailers and for quantity-produced 
models. 


Detail work has included the develop- 
ment of a rapid fifth-wheel conversion 
for tractor units having automatic coup- 
lings and an electrical device to minimize 
delay in the vacuum-servo braking system 
of a semi-trailer. 

An interesting project was the design 
of a semi-trailer to carry farm balers. By 
carefully calculating chassis stresses, 
weight was reduced by 14 cwt. as com- 
pared with the standard semi-trailer 
previously operated. 

Another scheme was the design of a 
complete oil-storage installation for use 
with maximum-capacity articulated 
tankers. A model was first produced to 
enable a close working study to be made. 
The installation has now worked satis- 
factorily for two years.

Light “Artics” Beat Monopoly 


ATIONALIZED transport and speed 
restrictions have stimulated the 
development in New Zealand of a new 
type of vehicle—the mini-trailer. It is 
fast gaining ground among operators, 
and consists of a small pick-up-type 
prime mover attached by means of a 
conventional turntable to a two-wheeled 
trailer with up to 28 ft. of deck length. 
Operators are claiming up to 30 m.p.g. 
on smooth bitumen roads, good 
manceuvrability and low operating costs. 
In New Zealand, all railways and most 
long-distance road services are owned by 
the State. The private operator desirous 
of hauling on a route parallel to State- 
owned services is required to apply for a 
licence when his vehicle’s gross weight 
exceeds 2} tons. If a vehicle's weight 
exceeds this amount, a rigidly imposed 
speed limit of 30 m.p.h. is also obligatory. 


Towing at 50 m.p.h. 


Vehicles of less than 2} tons, on the 
other hand, may work without special 
licences and at up to 50 m.p.h., the limit 
which is universal in the country. 
Probably the first mini-trailer was con- 
structed by a timber haulier using a 
Jowett Bradford prime mover, substan- 
tially reinforced, and a 20-ft. trailer 
capable of carrying up to 2,000 ft. of 
sawn timber. 

Having previously worked a fleet of 
Reo 5-tonners, he was sceptical at first, 
especially as much of his work was over 
unformed roads into and out of the 
forest. The Bradford, however, proved 
more than equal to the task, and follow- 
ing a proving period the operator con- 
structed another trailer, thus making 
possible a quick turn-round.

How Ingenious New Zealand 
Operators Beat State 
Restriction on Vehicles 
Weighing Over 24 Tons Gross 


Soon the idea caught on, particularly 
where conditions called for the regular 
haulage of lightweight, bulky loads over 
twisting, country roads, and it was not 
long before Motorways, Ltd., one of New 
Zealand’s biggest tyre retreaders, were 
Operating a fleet of mini-trailers on 
country routes. This company mainly 
use Austin ASS pick-up chassis, suitably 
strengthened, and several have gone into 
six-figure mileages with success. 

Then the milk and cream hauliers and 
the agricultural contractors followed suit. 
Now it appears that the mini-trailer. 
fathered by necessity and born out of 
ingenuity, could well become the medium- 
weight vehicle of the future. It is handy, 
easy to service and maintain, economical 
to run and simple to drive. 

Perhaps the most intriguing example of 
a mini-trailer I saw was one operated by 
Mr. Alex Black, Dunedin, a B.M.C. 


franchise holder. He was paying £NZ26 
to have each new car shipped 225 miles 
from Lyttelton. 

Then he built himself a mini-trailer, 
having first carefully assessed the weight. 
By drilling, lightening, using a Duralu- 
min-framed seat and discarding the 
prime mover’s bumpers, he achieved a 
tare weight of 194 cwt. 

Now he regularly loads three men into 
it, covers the road to Lyttelton at a steady 
50 m.p.h. and picks up four A35s from 
the steamer. The drivers, working to a 
plan, remove the batteries and spare 
wheels from two of the cars and load 
them into the boots of the other two, 
which the spare drivers convoy home to 
Dunedin. 

The two stripped cars are placed on the 
mini-trailer, and proceed after the driver 
first obtains a weighbridge certificate 
showing the outfit’s all-up weight as just 
9 Ib. less than the legal limit. 

Occasionally a traffic patrolman will 
intercept the mini-trailer and carry out 
a weighing check. So far there has 
been nothing unlawful in this scheme, 
which costs £10 for the collection of each 
car. 
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HE articulated outfit lends itself 


particularly well to scheduled 
services between dispersed 
factories contributing towards the 


manufacture of a complete product. 
The AC-Delco Division of General 
Motors, Ltd., whose components are 
distributed to every substantial vehicle 
maker in this country, provides a 
typical example of this kind of 
working. 

At Dunstable, their headquarters, 
the company make electrical and 
ignition equipment, including small 
motors, many of which are fitted by 
makers of household appliances. Air- 
cleaner and oil-filter .production is 
centred at Southampton, whilst fuel 
pumps, thermostats and instruments 
are made at a new plant at Liverpool. 


Quick Clearance 

Special containers have been 
designed to suit different products, 
and are filled at the end of each 
factory line to be taken away on 
pallets or stillages to the loading bay 
for dispatch. Output is cleared 
almost concurrently with production, 
and there is only a limited inter- 
mediate warehousing stage, except for 
export consignments awaiting shipping. 

Containers have a standard base 
size of 3 ft. by 3 ft. 4 in. Collapsible 
wire crates are used at Southampton 
for cleaners and filters, which are light 
and bulky. More fragile castings, 
electrical apparatus and instruments 
are placed in trays with suitably 
shaped recesses, and each tray nests 
with those above and below to form 
a stable unit of load of about 10 cwt. 
gross. Electrical components for 
domestic appliances are laid in boxes 
lined with polythene because a high 
standard of cleanliness is required. 

The adoption of mechanical 
handling has led to the need to discard

Other 
vehicles operate from the four estab- 
lishments, delivering direct to manu- 
facturers with varying degrees of 
frequency according to the size of 
customers’ demands. Big manu- 
facturers take a load every day. 

Most of the vehicles are Bedfords. 
At Dunstable there are three 7-ton 
drop-siders, four 5-tonners (one of 
which is a Commer), and a 5-ton and 
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two 25-cwt. vans. A 7-ton tipper is 
used to bring in coal. from the railway 
yard. 

The Southampton fleet comprises, 
in addition to the units engaged on 
the Birmingham shuttle, a tractor and 
two semi-trailers, three 7-tonners, two 
6-tonners, three 5-tonners and a 
3-tonner. The articulated outfit is 
chiefly engaged on delivering to the 
bigger manufacturers. Its-size allows 
large consignments of cleaners“and 
filters to be carried. 

At Liverpool are a 7-tonner and a 
25-cwt. van, Whilst 10-12-cwt. vans 
and Hillman Husky utilities are 
employed at each point as runabouts. 
Major units of the fiéet cover 3,000 
miles a month. 


Materials Intake 


Apart from small postal dispatches 
and a few parcels sent by British 
Road Services, all output is carried 
under C licence, and on _ return 
journeys the capacity not taken up by 
empties is used to transport into the 
factories 40 per cent. of their material 
requirements. 

Collection of empties cannot always 
be achieved with the same flow as 
deliveries, and sometimes containers 
mount up at customers’ premises. 
Each day, however, three Dunstable 
vehicles and two from Southampton 
run to the London docks with export 
crates which, when taken off, leave 
platform space completely free, and it 
is fortuitous to be able to employ 
them to clear stacks of empties of 
which too many have accumulated. 

It is intended to extend the opera- 
tion of articulated units. Semi-trailers 
currently in use have roof and end 
panels, the sides being closed by 
curtains. Decking is of timber. 

This type of construction is being 
applied to three specially designed 
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Bedford 6-ton lorries due for aelivery 
soon. Based on the passenger chassis, 
with bodywork by B. Walker and 
Son, Ltd., Watford, these vehicles will 
have the largest permissible loading 
space in an endeavour to deal more 
economically with the bulky products 
made at Southampton. 

Apart from five Perkins-engined 
5 -tonners at Dunstable and 
Southampton, the tractors are the 
only oilers in the fleet, petrol vehicles 
having been retained so far largely 
because of a deficiency in suitable 
servicing facilities throughout the 
country. 

Vital Regularity 

Mr. Ron Atkinson, transport super- 
intendent, emphasized to me _ that 
because customers held only tenuous 
stocks, the regularity of the fleet's 
operation was as vital to them as the 
running of their own production lines. 
If a petrol vehicle broke down, a 
driver could normally put it right him- 
self, but oilers required expert atten- 
tion which was not as easy to secure 
as he thought operators had a right 
to expect. 

Nevertheless, the cost savings 
resulting from using oilers had now 
caused the company to reappraise 
policy, and future deliveries would not 
be of petrol vehicles. The difference 
in fuel-consumption rates between the 
petrol and oil-engined 5-tonners is 
more than 40 per cent. at 12 m.p.g. 
and 17 m-.p.g. respectively. Petrol 
7-tonners average 9 m.p.g. and the 
“artics” 11 m.p.g. 

A further vehicle is a mobile 
lecture outfit with Spurling bodywork 
based on a 3-ton chassis. This is con- 
stantly on tour throughout the 
country, giving two film shows a week 
to motor agents and users of 
AC-Delco equipment. 

Servicing facilities exist at the 
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factories, but Birmingham’s _ rigid 
vehicles are maintained by Elt Bros., 
Ltd., Bedford dealers. The tractor 
units are maintained by Leyland 
Motors, Ltd., Oldbury. There is a 
monthly servicing and inspection pro- 
gramme, but as vehicles are replaced 
every two or three years, the most 
extensive reconditioning work 
involved is a top overhaul after about 
45,000 miles. New piston rings are 
fitted only if necessary. 

Tyre life is exceptionally good, the 
figure for a 7-tonner being 85,000 
miles. Retreads are not used. Mr. 
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Atkinson was one of a number of 
transport managers who have told 
me that battery life coincides with 
the length of guarantee at two years. 

A high standard of appearance is 
demanded and vehicles are washed 
daily and repainted after some 12 
months. 

Objects of the costing system are to 
compare expenses with prices that 
would be charged by hauliers, to 
maintain the justification for running 
ancillary transport at all, and to 
check the performance of individual 
vehicles. Standing charges comprise

licences, insurance, depreciation at 
25 per cent. a year, and an overhead 
allotment calculated by the company 
accountants as the transport depart- 
ment’s’ portion of miscellaneous out- 
goings. 

Wages and subsistence allowances 
are kept as a separate account, as are 
tarpaulin costs, whilst the expenditure 
on fuel, oil, tyres and maintenance is 
grouped as running expenses. Each

New Bus Station to Handle 
Sm. Passengers a Year 


NEW £200,000 bus station at St. 
Mark Street, Lincoln, operated by 
the Lincolnshire Road Car Co., Ltd., was 
formally opened last week by the Mayor 
of Lincoln, Cllr. L. H. Priestley. The 
Station, of attractive contemporary 
appearance and functional layout, is 
designed to handle 110,000 stage-service 
departures and 5m. passengers annually. 
About 70 of the company’s fleet of 450 
vehicles will operate from and be garaged 
in it. Previously, services were worked 
from four points in the city and pas- 
sengers for whom a change of bus was 
necessary were often faced with walks of 
up to 10 minutes. The new site is acces- 
sible from all points of the city, including 
the two railway stations. 

The station has an inquiry and booking 
hall, waiting room, parcels office, café, 
and newspaper and tobacco kiosk on the 
ground floor, with two further floors 
above containing operating staff offices 
and company headquarters. 

Under the cover of the aluminium 
decking roof, the main passenger plat- 
form is designed to allow vehicles to draw 
up one behind the other.. Two shorter 
island platforms are also provided. Buses 
enter the station through two gates and 
leave, preserving one-way circulation, 
through a common exit.

Servicing facilities include 
two fuel pumps, fed from 
two 6,000-gal. storage tanks, 
and a Widney bus washer. 
This machine can be 
operated electrically by a 
manual switch, or automati- 
cally by the vehicle breaking 
an electronic light ray. 

Day-to-day servicing and 
running repairs. are carried 
out in well-lighted and 
heated bays. There are four 
pits, one of which is specially 
extended to accommodate 
underfloor-engined chassis. Stores, bat- 
tery room and boiler house are adjacent 
to the repair area. The entire building 
is centrally heated by low-pressure hot 
water from oil-fired boilers utilizing, to 
a large extent, waste oil recovered from 
the vehicles. 

The administrative floors are notable 
for their light and airy offices. Much of

the furniture has been produced in the: 
company’s own workshops and the bright 
colour scheme which characterizes the 
public rooms is continued throughout the 
upper floors. Attractive canteen facilities 
are available for both platform and office 
staff. 

The station is expected to attract 
increased traffic and, at the same time, 
pay immediate dividends 
in reducing dead mileage 
and permitting closer con- 
trol of operations. Major 
vehicle repairs, however, 
will continue to be carried 
out at Bracebridge Heath; 
this depot is being 
extended to form a central 
workshop.

TWO-SPEED gear shown in patent 
No. 808,543 is intended for heavy 
vehicles. ‘The gearing is built into the 
differential gear, so that it has the effect 
of doubling the gearbox ratios. (Daimler- 
Benz A.G., Stuttgart-Unterturkheim, Ger- 
many.) 
The crown-wheel forms part of a three- 
piece housing which contains an epicyclic

gear. This consists of the usual three 
elements, an outer annulus (1) cut inside 
the crown-wheel, a planet carrier (2) and 
a sunwheel (3). The planet-carrier of this 
unit also performs the same duty for the 
planet bevels (4) of a conventional 
differential gear. 

The sunwheel is formed on a ‘free 
sleeve; this extends sideways and can be 
held stationary by being clutched to teeth 
(5) on the casing, or, if slid to the left, 
engages with internal teeth (6) on the 
planet-carrier. 

In the position shown, the sunwheel is 
locked and the crown-wheel therefore 
drives the planet-carrier at a reduced 
ratio. To obtain a 1 to 1 drive, the sun- 
wheel is moved to the left, which releases 
the lock on the stationary teeth and 
simultaneously engages the internal teeth 
of the planet-carriet. This locks the 
reduction gear solid and the axle func- 
tions normally. 

An additional feature is the provision 
of a locking device for the normal 
differential gear, for use in icy road con- 
ditions... It comprises a dog-clutch (7 and 
8) on the opposite side. If this ‘is 
engaged, the half-shaft is clutched to the 
planet-carrier and a complete lock estab- 
lished.

TAILBOARD LOCK FOR TIPPERS 


TIPPING body fitted with a hanging 
tailboard must have the _ board 
latched in the closed position when travel- 
ling to prevent spillage of the load. A 
scheme for making this small but impor- 
tant operation automatic is shown in 





patent No. 807,104. (W. Hayes and 
Edwards Brothers (Tippers), Ltd., both 
of Bradford Street, Bolton, Lancs.) 

The latch (1) is connected by rods to 
a lever (2), the lower end of which is 
located in a cam-block (3) on the frame. 
As the body rises, the latch is automatic- 
ally unlocked so that the gate can swing 
open. 

The. advantages of this simple scheme 
are that the driver can tip a load without 
leaving his cab. Moreover, the tailboard 
cannot be damaged by the load resting 
on it in the tipped position. 


COMPENSATING SUSPENSION 
ATENT No.°* 808,673 deals with 
independent wheel suspension and 
describes a system which has a compen- 
sating action, that is, if one wheel rises 
one or all of the others tend to fall. 
(Daimler-Benz A.G., Stuttgart-Unterturk- 
heim, Germany.) 

Three different types are mentioned, 
one -in which mechanical suspension is 
combined with pneumatic compensation, 
another in which a pneumatic suspension 
is mechanically compensated and a third 
in which both the suspension and the 
compensation are carried out pneumati- 
cally. The first type is illustrated. 

Referring to the drawing, which is dia- 
grammatic, the suspension system consists 
of coil-springs (1) each contained in a 














cylindrical housing. The springs abut on 
circular pads (2) which extend upwards 
to form the pistons (3) of pneumatic 
cylinders. The various air cylinders. are 
all connected by piping so that the load- 
ing is evenly distributed. A stabilizing 
spring (4) is provided in at least one of 
the cylinders, the object being to preserve 
the level of the vehicle. 


FLEXIBLE COUPLING 
FLEXIBLE. coupling between the 
engine and the gearbox of a vehicle 

can, under. light load, permit “ gear 
rattle,” a condition in which the gear 
teeth are alternately loaded in the driving 
and overrunning directions. To eliminate 
this condition by incorporating a torsion- 
ally resilient member in the coupling is 
the aim of a scheme shown in patent No. 
808,525. (Metalastik, 
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807104| Ltd, Evington Valley 
Road, Leicester.) 

The drawing shows an 
end-on view of the joint. 
The engine shaft (1) 
drives, via a _ splined 
coupling, an outer sleeve 
connected to the gearbox. 
A rubber sleeve (2) is 
interposed in_ this 
assembly, and it is due to 
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the resilience of this member that 
torsional slack cannot develop, and 
therefore gear rattle is absent. 

In the event of excessive torque being 
applied through the central member, a 
second drive is provided to accommodate 
the load. This consists of a pair of arms 
(3 and 4) which drive a radial plate (5) 
loosely sandwiched between them. — In 
the normal driving direction, the buffer 
(6) is compressed, and being tapered, 
gives an increasing stiffness rate. Back- 
drive is cushioned by a rubber pellet (7). 
The drawing shows the joint in_ its 
unloaded condition in which the taper 
nose is lightly in contact with the radial 
plate. 


AUTOMATIC DISC BRAKE 
ADJUSTMENT 
SIMPLE automatic brake adjusting 
device forms the subject of patent 
No. 808,727. Although illustrated as 
applied to the disc brakes of an aircraft 
wheel, the scheme is said to be equally 
suitable for all types of disc brake. 
(Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., 1 Albany 
Street, London, N.W.1.) 
Referring to the drawing, which shows 
a multi-disc brake, the pressure cylinders 
are shown at 1. These, when inflated, 
shift the presser plate (2) to the right 
and so force the friction discs together. 
The adjusting unit is incorporated 
with the cylinders. It comprises a 
retraction spring (3) which is compressed 
when the presser plate moves. After

a certain amount of compression, the 
spring slider reaches a stop; this move- 
ment corresponds with the permitted 
working clearance. 

The connection between the spring and 
the presser plate consists of a loop of 
wire (4). This is strong enough to with- 
stand the retraction spring, but will 
deform or stretch if the presser plate 
moves farther than the stop allows, 
because of wear of the friction material. 
This alteration leaves the presser plate 
in a new zero position.
